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Heroes will never die 


Two city parades honor veterans

NEWTON 0 colorful parades to honor 
fallen veterans of Newton stepped off over the 
long Memorial Day weekend as thousands of 
area residents paused to reflect on lost loved 
ones and fallen heroes in history. 

Many of the heroes of wa nce the turn of 
the century are still living and hundreds of 
people took to the streets Sunday in Nonan- 
tum and Monday near City Hall to honor the 
veterans. 

The Sunday parade, sponsored by the 
Nonantum Children’s Christmas Party 
Association, included dozens of marching 
units and solemn ceremonies to honor 
veterans of all wars. Monday’s parade, the of- 
ficial event of the city, was dampened by 
heavy rains but contained a like measure of 
honor for the city’s war dead. 

Although Newton’s sons and daughters 
turned out in force to serve in the most recent 
wars, the ranks of those who fought so hard in 
World War I, ‘‘the first great war,’’ have thin- 
ned considerably. A young man who was of 
draft age in 1917 would be 84 now. 

The effect of the gradual disappearance of 
the WW I veteran is twofold. For those who 
knew him, ‘‘Absence makes the heart grow 
fonder.” For those who never did, it often 
means, ‘‘Out of sight, out of mind." 

Even with more than 65 years gone by the 
chronicles of heroism in the trenches of 
France and the skies over Germany still 
evoke a patriotic spirit in many. There was 
Sgt. Alvin York capturing hundreds of the 
enemy single-handedly. There was the air ace 
Eddie Rickenbacker, who went on a one-man 
crusade to rid the European skies of Huns. 
They are still remembered in legend and 
song. 

But what of the others who “gave the last 
full measure of devotion?’’ What of the 100 
men from Newton who went to Europe in 1917, 
who served their country with distinction and 
never returned from “‘over there?" 


Elliot Adams Chapin, a Newton Centre resi- 
dent and a graduate of Newton High School, 
Ww rejected by the U.S. Aviation Service 

e of a minor defect in one eye. He left 
Harvard in his junior year and went to 
Canada, where they welcomed him into the 
British Royal Flying Corps in August, 1917. 

By the next spring, Chapin was flying a 
bomber over German territory, harassing 
enemy lines of communication, railwa am- 
munition dumps and airfields. On June 27, 
returning from a successful bombing run in 
northern France, Chapin’s plane fell prey to a 
pack of Fokker scouts. 

After a desperate fight, Chapin’s fuel tank 
was hit. His plane exploded at 1,300 feet. 

As his plane went down behind enemy lines, 
Chapin, with the casual style to which 
many young men aspired in those days, was 
seen to turn to his navigator and shake hands 
with him. 

David Endicott Putnam, a Newton High 
School graduate, was a direct descendant of 
the legendary Revolutionary War hero Gen. 
Israel ‘“‘Old Put’? Putnam. Writing of the 
younger Putnam, Newton Graphic editor J.C. 
Brimblecom said of his WW I heroics, ‘‘Hap- 
pening in a time crowded with deeds that 
would have amazed antiquity, they take their 
place without special display in the annals of 
a new age. The spirit behind them remains 
unchanged.”’ 

Putnam left Harvard as a freshman to join 
the aviation service, but he was rejected 
because of his youth. He got a job on a cattle 
ship and travelled to France, where he im- 
mediately joined the Foreign Legion's elite 
airborne fighting corps, the Lafayette 
Escadrille. 

He was commissioned in the U.S. Aviation 
Service after a year in the French corps, and 
he went on to win the American Distinguished 
Service Cross, the French Legion of Honor, 
the Medaille Militaire and the famous Croix 
de Guerre. 

Putnam also won the title of “American Ace 
of Aces” for his airborne fighting prowess. 


Albert Edgar Angier 





‘Lay me down and look 
after the other men,’ 
Angier said just before he 
died. 





His record of bringing down five German 
planes in one day was never matched by an 
American. He was finally credited with down- 
ing a total of 34 enemy planes in combat. 


His tragic end came when he was attacked 


by eight German Fokkers. He shot down one 
of them, 
sent his biplane crashing to the earth on Sept. 
12, 1918,

‘‘We are very encouraged by the 
willingness of business to make 
financial contributions, along with 
the city, to achieve the first giant 
step,"’ said Mayor Mann on Thurs-

City kitty shortfall 
has officials concerned 


NEWTON — Unpaid 1982 proper- 
ty taxes continue to promise the ci- 
ty's financial picture might look 
bleak on June 30, the end of the 
fiscal year, but unexpected 
revenues might brighten it up by 
then according to City Comptroller 
Larry Marino, 

Addressing the aldermanic 
Finance Committee, Marino 
reiterated his prediction the city 
will probably have no money in its 
“free cash" account on June 30. 

In his last report to the commit- 
tee the comptroller predicted the 
city would lose its highly touted 
AAA bond rating if it shows no free 
cash for the second year in a row 

Mayor Theodore Mann said last 
week that a drop in the city’s bond 
rating ‘would show up in the 
marketability and the interest 
paid”’ on bonds issued in the future. 

Marino said some other sources 
of revenue were underestimated at 
the beginning of the fiscal year. He 
guessed that fees for building per- 
mits might come in at $150,000 to 
$200,000 over the original $410,000 
estimate, thanks to some large 
developments like the Druker Corp.

Court fines, Marino predicted, 
might exceed original estimates by 
more than $50,000, Fines for moy- 
ing traffic violations make up the 
bulk of the revenues, he said. ‘We 
are 50-percent over the estimate 
now, with two months to go in the 
year,"’ he said. 

Motor vehicle excise taxes could 
come in at more than $150,000 over 
the estimated total for the year, ac- 
cording to Marino. 

Parking ticket revenues, which 
have been flooding into the city 
treasurer's office since computer 
lists of scofflaws were released to 
police last Tuesday, are expected to 
fall short of estimates, Marino add- 
ed, Revenues originally pegged at 
$400,000 might only amount to 
$360,000, he said. 

Marino told the committee he 
hoped the unexpected revenues 
would make up for some shortfalls 
in other departments. The 
Water/Sewer Department, he 
estimated, would actually collect 
only $4.7 million of the $5.1 million 
it was expected to bring in during 
the year.

“I don't consider it the respon- 
sibility of private business to build 
a state highway, it’s the respon- 
sibility of the state and local 
government,’’ said Golembe. 

Chamber of Commerce president 
Lawrence Goldsmith, who attended 
a meeting with the mayor on the 
subject early last week said, “I'm 


excited about it personally, but I 
don’t know what position the 
chamber will take.”’ 

The traffic jams on Needham 
Street may force some industries to 
leave the area. 

“Itek has been here for over 20 
years. If it (traffic) gets any worse 
we will move,” said Itek vice- 
president for economic develop- 
ment Golembe on Thursday. Itek 
employs 120 people, he added. 

Newton-Needham Chamber of 
Commerce executive director 
Lewis Songer said, ‘‘At least two 
companies have moved out in the 
last two years because of the traf- 
fi 

“Major companies like GTE 
Sylvania are concerned and say it 
(the daily commuter crunch) is 
becoming an increasing considera- 
tion of their future plans,’’ said 
Needham Town Planning Director

Needham Street is about 50-feet 
wide and has a 60-foot right of way. 
This makes a 10-foot land taking 
necessary to complete the planned 
70-foot width. 

A 150 year-old bridge near the in- 
tersection of Oak Street and 
Needham Street would be widened 
from 29 feet to about 50 feet, said 
Tannozzini. The last time any work 
was done to the stone-arched bridge 
was in 1897, he added.

The Planning and Development

Primary among the projects due

The money, under federal 
guidelines, must be targeted to pro-

school officials and the city in an ef- 
furt to block her impending ter- 
mination 

The suit claims that Sylvia M 
Blair, 16 Rosewood Dr., Stoughton 
is being singled out for dismissal 
because she has been in the system 
for 18 years and makes a relatively 
large salary 

According to court documents the 
school board, on M sent a letter 
to Blair stating, ur layoff and 
dismissal is proposed due to severe 
budgetary consideration and 
declining enrollment. It is not a 
reflection of your teaching ability.”” 
The letter stated the committee will 
act on Blair’s dismissal on June 27 
at Bigelow Jr. High School 

Filed in Middlesex Superior 
Court, the suit seeks a preliminary 
injunction against the school board 
and the city enjoining them from 
dismissing Blair for school year 
1983-84, prior to a hearing. The suit 
claims Blair is qualified as a 
business education teacher for 
secondary level teaching but that 
the school committee has only con- 
sidered her as a junior high typing 
teacher in proposing her layoff and 
dismissal. 

Filed by attorney Roberta Fitz- 
simmons, the complaint claims the 
assistant director of personnel in 
the Newton school system on 
several occasions tried to induce 
Blair to ‘‘voluntarily retire.” 

In February, 1982, the assistant 
director informed Blair he would 
recommend she not be rehired for 
school year 1982-83, the suit claims. 
But Blair filed a grievance and 
before the grievance was com- 
pleted her termination notice was 
withdrawn and she was retained a 
a business education teacher, ac- 
cording to the complaint. 

Attorney Fitzsimmons stated the 
school system “‘would save almost 
as much money as if it fired two en- 
try level teachers” if Blair was 
forced out of her position. Citing 
Massachusetts law, Fitzsimmons 
stated ‘‘No tenured teacher may be 
dismissed so long as there is a non- 
tenured teacher who holds a job 
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which a tenured teacher is qaulified 
to perform.”” 

Fitzsimmons added that non- 
tenured teachers hold jobs in the 
Newton school system in areas 
where Blair is certified. 

According to the complaint the 
assistant personnel director told 
Blair ‘‘There was no place for her 
in the Newton School system..."’ It 
is also alleged the assistant direc- 
tor warned her that if she did not 
accept early retirement, she would 
be dismissed at the end of the cur- 
rent school year but if she did 
retire, he could arrange for her to 
continue in the group medical in- 
surance plan for an additional two 
years and to credit an additional 
two years of service to her retire: 
ment fund 

Fitzsimmons and Blair alleged 
the school board’s ‘‘assertion” that 
Blair is being dismissed solely for 
budgetary considerations is a 
“sham and subterfuge.’’ They also 
claim the school committee has 
refused to consider Blair's cer- 
tification as a business education 
teacher in secondary education. 

The school board’s May 3 letter to 
Blair says the superintendent will 
reccommend Blair's ‘layoff’? in 
June, pursuant to the provisions of 
the teachers collective bargaining 
agreement. The letter added, 
however that the State Supreme 
Judicial Court recently ruled 
teachers are not entitled to a notice 
and a hearing unde: ss. General 
Laws, where dismissal is caused by 
economic factors (Boston Teachers 
Union, Local 66 vs. the Boston 
School Committee. 19 













































“Unlike prior years then, the 
Committee does not intend to offer 
hearings to individual teachers 
prior to the vote of the Committee 
regarding layoffs,’ the commit- 
tee’s letter stated. 





The letter went on to state that, if 
Blair waived her rights to appez 
the effective date of her dismis 
would be at the end of a two-y 
recall period, unless she was recall- 
ed. If Blair refused to sign the 
shool officials stated her 
1 would be effective prior 
to the commencement of the 1983-84 
school year. 











The school committee and the ci- 
ty have 20 days with which to res- 
pond to the complaint, once official- 
ly notified. 


Sewer smoke tests 
underway in city 


NEWTON — The City of Newton 
has received a federal and state 
grant of $135,000, to continue with 
the next phase of the sewer im- 
provement program. These funds 
will be used to identify areas where 
groundwater and rainwater are 
leaking into the city’s sanitary 
sewers. 

In some parts of the city, this 
leakage is so severe that during 
heavy rains, sewage backs up into 
homes or overflows to the Charles 
River, according to city officials. 

Coffin & Richardson, the city’s 
wastewater consultant, has already 
initiated the proposed work. They 
are currently taking nighttime flow 
measurements in five areas of the 
city to locate groundwater infiltra- 
tion, 





On May 16, the consultants began 
a smoke testing program which will 
be conducted during daylight hours 
and which will continue until June 
17. Smoke testing will help to locate 
defects in the sewers which allow 
rainwater to enter the sanitary 
sewer system instead of the storm 
drainage system. 


Paul Giunta, city engineer, said 
the work of the consultant will con- 
sist of blowing white smoke into 
sewer manholes which are located 
in the streets and then observing 


the surrounding area for signs of 
leakage. 

Giunta recommended that if 
residents observe smoke leaking in- 
to or around their homes, they 
should not be alarmed. The smoke 
is non-toxic and non-staining and 
simple ventilation of the home will 
quickly dissipate the smoke. 

Residents are advised by Giunta 
to ensure that handicapped per- 
sons, persons with severe 
respiratory problems, and animals 
are not confined in rooms which 
may experience smoke leaking 
from plumbing fixtures. 

Giunta emphasized that smoke 
entering a dwelling indicates a 
defect in the plumbing and that 
homeowners should correct this 
defect as quickly as possible to pro- 
tect their own health and safety. If 
smoke is observed, residents 
should notify the representative of 
the Newton Engineering Depart- 
ment, who will be at the testing site, 
so that the source of the smoke may 
be pinpointed and an immediate 
evaluation made, 

Residents on streets to be smoke 
tested will be receiving notices 
which will be hand delivered to 
their homes several days prior to 
testing. In addition, the daily 
smoke testing Jule will be an- 
nounced on WNTN radio, AM 1550, 
between 6:30 and 9 a.m. 

















Home Start program offered 


CHESTNUT HILL — Home Start, 
the educational parent-and-child 
Jewish living program for families 
with young children will again be 
offered in 1983-84 by the Bureau of 
Jewish Education to the Greater 
Boston Community. 

Designed to re-establish the 
home as the focal point for Jewish 
values, Home Start helps the young 
child within her or his family, 
regardless of schooling, religious 
background or synagogue affilia- 
tion 

Since Judaism is heavily home- 
centered, the program was born out 
of the conviction that the home is 
critical in Jewish Education and 
that parents are the best teachers 
in the early years. 

The family preparing together to 
observe the coming Jewish holiday 
is the main ingredient of this pro- 
ject’s educational process. In ad- 
vance of selected holidays, 
subscribing families receive at- 
tractive packets. (For 1983-84, the 
fall holidays, Pesah, and Shabbat.) 








Before eahe holiday, three 
packets a sent to each family 
about one week apart, making nine 
mailings for one year, The packets 
contain stories and story books to 
read to the children (or recorded 
narrations), handicrafts for 
parents and children, simple 
recipes and cooking tips, games, 
recorded songs, and background 
and historical information. 

The holiday materials are 
tailored to the age of the child (3-4 
and 5-7) and to meet the needs of 
families of Conservative, Orthodox 
or Reform orientation, 

Subscriptions to the Home Start 
Program are $22 per child for one 
year. The deadline for receipt of 
subscriptions and checks is June 1

Chilly, but true 
test for heroes 


Faith in the intelligence of America’s 
youth was restored last week when they 
put a true hero and a medical genius above 
aman who just happens to be in the White 
House 

Some 4500 elementary school students 
nationwide picked Lenny Skutnik as the 
top ‘‘Real American Hero’’ in an essay 
contest over Dr. Jonas Salk, second, and 
President Ronald Reagan, third. 

Skutnik gained national acclaim last 
year when he leaped into the ice-filled 
Potomac River at the site of an airplane 
crash to rescue a woman from the plane. 

His daring rescue, captured by a 
Washington, D.C. cameraman, took him 
from obscurity into the limelight reserved 
for a select few true heroes 

Dr. Salk invented the anti-polio vaccine, 
something which it was nice to see today’s 
grade school kids have not taken lightly. 

Too often, it seems, the man in the Oval 
Office tends to place high in the minds of 
those sought out for opinion polls. That is 
natural since one can’t watch the evening 
news or pick up a daily newspaper without 
seeing the president’s mug. 

But being in the White House hardly 
makes one a hero. In at least this case, a 
selfless leap into the freezing Potomac is 
the true test for the greatest American 
hero. 


Remove tunnel 
tolls entirely? 


Evidently the experimental one-way toll 
system for the Callahan-Sumner Tunnels 
and the Mystic River Bridge is working out 
well. It was an idea first greeted with skep- 
ticism because anything new seldom wins 
immediate acceptance, particularly 
where political credit might be involved, 
but no amount of objection developed. 

The backup on traffic at both ends has 
been serious, what with the jockeying to 
get into converging lanes and the fishing 
through pockets for change on the way to 
booths. No one is going to wipe out the pro- 
blems of converging vehicles, so great is 
the volume, but acceleration that provides 
for a positive speedup on one end has to be 
a big plus. 

One of our editorial colleagues posed an 
interesting thought the other day. If one- 
way tolls were to provide significant relief 
for half of the traffic at peak periods, why 
wouldn’t it be desirable to assure a total 
reduction of the problem by wiping out of 
tolls for the tunnels and bridge entirely? 

Accompanying this proposition is an 
observation that the original concept after 
liquidating the bond issues floated by 
Massport for construction was to convert 
the tunnels and bridge into free access 
roadways. A closer financial analysis 
would have to be made to determine the 
justification for withdrawing sustaining 
funds, noting maintenance and repair 
costs. 

On the practical side, it has to be pointed 
out that once established toll roads just go 
on forever yielding additional funds and 
ways are found to spend them. So, if it is to 
be no-toll use for these major traffic con- 
duits, alternative support funding has to be 
a consideration. Still, the idea is not 
without more than passing interest.

Try to remember their faces

Veterans and their families around the country 
gathered together to sort through memories, 
recall faces and shed a few tears on Monday, 
Memorial Day 

It is an obligation, a tradition, each year offer- 
ing the kids a treat as solemn 1 former 
soldiers march by, with their simple ceremonies 
and ribbons of battles long past 

In this week's Graphic we looked back at the 
lives and heroic deeds of Newton veterans of 
World War I, chronicled in the book ‘‘Newton 
War Memorial.”’ The fecus is on a few men who 
gave their lives in dramatic acts of cour acts 
which have marked every war since men first 
organized to take up arms against other men. 

Yet the book, published “‘lest we forget,’’ as 
the coversheet reads, also detailed the lives and 
deaths of many Newton veterans in WWI who 
died in ways less dramatic but no less important 

There was Gardner C. Abbott, who enlisted 
April 14, 1917, as a seaman and died less than a 
year later of pneumonia at the Chelsea Naval 
Hospital 
























Frederick D. Day of Auburndale, one of the 
first Newton men to go overseas, contracted 
spinal meningitis and died at Chaumont, France,

rris of Newton died at Ft 
McHenry, Maryland, on Oct, 11, 1918 of 
pneumonia. And Karl C. McKenney, stricken 
with influenza aboard a transport ship on the 
way to France, died at Brest on Oct. 30, 1918. 
Through all the memories of war, the needless 
deaths and grieving families of World War I and 
I] come scenes and thoughts recorded over and 


over by soldiers through the years. And it is 
those images of war which seem never to 
change, whether the front is a blackened forest 


at Chateau-Thierry, a muddy beach at Iwo Jima, 
or a stump-covered hill outside Khe Sanh. 

Army Private Ist Class Richard A. Likely, son 
of Police Lt, and Mrs, John Likely of Auburn- 
dale, was yet another young man gone off to war 
back in October, 1970 when he sat down to write a 
letter home 

I am writing this letter to tell people how 
Vietnam is, in the eyes of a soldier over here,’ 
Likely wrote in a letter published that year. 

First I would like to say that Vietnam is an 
experience you have to go through to unders- 
tand,"’ he wrote. ‘‘No one can write to you their 
feelings of happiness at a job well done, or fear 
during a firefight, or sorrow when your best bud 
dy gets killed, You have to be here to know what 
it is like

But when the world of soothing jungle green

Still you push on, and when it's all over 
you're glad you were there. 

Vietnam is something different to everyone

Like Donald W. Curry, Warren K. Daley, 
Philip Washburn Davis, John L. Reilly and

Mayor continues 
new library push

NEWTON — The drive for a new, 
central library continues at a seem- 
ingly inexorable pace with Mayor 
Theodore Mann’s suggestion that 
city voters might get a chance to 
make their wishes known on next 
November's ballot. 

Mann said Tues that the 
Library Trustees were considering 
a referendum question which would 
ask for voters’ approval of a Pro- 
position 24 override to would allow 
the city to float, a $10-$12 million 
bond issue to pay for the library. 

While some aldermen and School 
Committee members have 
marvelled that the mayor could cut 
the School Department budget by 
$750,000 and still talk about building 
a $12 million library, the ad- 
ministration has never swerved 
from its course. 












Mann called the present central 
library, at Newton Corner, ‘‘inade- 
quate,” and said that “large sums 
of money” would be needed to bring 
it up to date. He added that he 
would rather see that money put in- 
to a new, central facility at the cor- 
ner of Homer and Walnut Streets. 
“I would rather see motion for- 
ward,’’ he commented 


The mayor estimated the new 
library might add as much as 40¢ to 
the property tax rate for the next 15 
years, until the bonds are paid off. 
He added that the city’s standing in 
the bond market, even if predic- 
tions that it might lose its AAA bond 
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rating after the end of this fiscal 
year come true, would make the 
bonds easily marketable. If the 
rating dropped to AA, Mann said 
the difference to the city ‘‘would be 
insignificant.” 

The mayor indicated that the 
Library Trustees have yet to decide 
on selling off some of the city's 
branch libraries to help finance the 
new, central facility. He did say 
that certain branches close to the 
Homer and Walnut Street site 
would not be needed. 





Mann added that, if some branch 
libraries could be sold, they could 
prove to be ‘important sources of 
income for the city,"" 


The mayor emph d that the 
plans for a new library are still in 
the infantile stage. If the financing 
question ever gets on the ballot, he 
said he wants to be sure ‘the public 
is fully aware of the entire 
package.” 








Library Trustee Michael Lipoff 
met with Election Commissioner 
Alan Licarie Tuesday afternoon to 
discuss the machinery involved in 
presenting voters with a referen- 
dum question like the one the 
mayor proposed. Lipoff echoed 
Mann's caution that the financing 
plan w till just one of many op- 
tions being considered at this time.

Bonds okayed 
for local firms 


BOSTON — The Massachusetts Industrial 
Finance Agency (MIFA) has approved in- 
dustrial revenue bonds totalling $9.33 million for 
two firms in Newton. The companies estimate 
that the projects will create 385 new job: 

Purity Supreme, Inc. will use proceeds from 
an $8.8 million bond to purchase and renovate a 
226,345 square foot complex on California Street 
in Newton and Watertown. The four building 
complex is located in the Commercial Area 
Revitalization Districts (CARDS) of both 
Newton and Watertown, qualifying the project 
for the low interest bond. 

The firm will relocate its busiess offices in the 
renovated complex and will also establish a 
Heartland Food Warehoue store at the site. Puri- 
ty Supreme will lease the remaining space to 
retail tenants, and estimates that the project will 
create 375 new jobs. 

Salett’s, Inc. will construct a 6,400 square foot 
addition to its plant on Needham Street in 
Newton with proceeds from a $500,000 bond. The 
firm will also purchase equipment. 

Established in 1955, Salett’s is a processor and 
distributor of meat products. The expansion will 
result in 10 new jobs, 

MIFA is an independent public agency design- 
ed to promote economic growth and increased 
employment through a variety of incentives, in 
cluding industrial revenue bonds, downtown 
revitalization through the Commercial Area 
Revitalization District (CARD) program, and 
Joan guaranties.

NEWTON — The League of Women Voters of 
the United States recently released its political 
accountability ratings (PAR) for Senate and 
House members based on their voting rds 












during the Ist and 2nd Sessions of the 97th Con- 
gress. 
Massachusetts Senators Edward Kennedy and 


Paul Tsongas both scored 100%. Fourth Congres- 
sional District Representative Barney Frank 
had a rating of 91% 

Members of Congress were rated according to 
their votes on 12 selected issues of concern to the 
League. These include voting rights, social pro- 
grams spending, foreign aid, busing, food 
stamps, education funding, environmental fun- 
ding, domestic content, hazardous waste, and 
resource conservation 

In announcing the new PAR ratings, Sandy 
Butzel, president of the League of Women Voters

of Newton, said, ‘‘The League takes political ac- 
tion to achieve specific legislative goals. The fact 
that the League takes positions on issues in no 
way affects its nonpartisanship; we neither sup- 
port or oppose political parties or candidates. To 
lobby effectively, we need a clear measure of 
where each member of Congress stands on 
issues we consider critical. PAR ratings provide 
us with this important lobbying tool."’ 








Butzel said that the League rates each 
member of Congress twice. In the first rating, 
PAR-1, an absence or failure to announce or pair 
is considered a negative factor and negatively 


affects the rating. In the second, PAR-2, the 
rating is based on actual votes cast for or against 
the League's position 

“We use the dual rating system because we 
realize that there may be unavoidable and 
legitimate reasons for a member's failure to 
vote," said Butzel. “It is also ne ry, because 
if only the recorded votes were counted, a 
legislator would score 100% merely by voting 
‘with the League’ on one issue.”’ 

League members in more than 1,200 state and 
local Leagues across he country determine posi- 
tions after studying the issues and developing a 
national consensus.

Anne S. Lenox, president of Lenox Associates 
and the retired headmistress of the Agnes Irwin 
School in Philadelphia, filled in for scheduled 
speaker Sher Lansing, former president of 
20th Century Fox, who had to cancel her com- 
mencement appearance because of an illness in 
her family.

ssage to you today is whenever you leave 
home and need a new pair of black shoes and a 
haircut.. get them, because you never know 
when you'll be in front of people publicly.” 





On a serious note, however, Lenox told of her 
monthly visits to a friend imprisoned for murder 
in New York State. 

“The crime is murder,’’ Lenox told the 
graduates. ‘‘The sentence: 15 years to life. And if 
she is let out after completing her minimum 
sentence, she will be well into her 70: 








Lenox said that when she left the prison after a 
recent visit, ‘‘I was aware of my freedom. ! could 
eat when I wanted, I could wear what I wanted 
And then I began to think about people in prisons 
of their own making, people caged by drugs, 
aleohol, poverty, selfishness and hatred - the 
mental and physical bars that inhibit us from at- 
taining productive and worthwhile lives.” 





Lenox stressed her belief that people create 
“three particular prisons,” including ‘the prison 


of ignorance...loneliness... and fear.’

skin cancer cautions 


NEWTON — Skin cancer is one of 
the most curable of all cancers if 
treated in the early stages. Often a 
preliminary check-up at a skin 
cancer screening clinic can identify 
a condition requiring further 
medical evaluation. The Newton 
Health Department is sponsoring a 
free skin cancer screening on Tues- 
day, June 14 

Dr. Alan Rockoff, a Newton der- 
matologist, will be available to do 
the screening and to discuss 
prevention and teatment of the 
disease. The clinic will be held from 
4:30 to 6:30 p.m. in the chapel of the 
First Baptist Church, 848 Beacon 
St., Newton Centre. No pre- 
registration is required 

Current medical research has 
made great advances in the causes 
and care of skin cancer. Based on 
this work, here are some commonly 
asked questions and answers which 
can help ease fear associated with 
the disease 

What are the signs and symptoms 
of skin cancer? 

Skin conditions which should be 
evaluated are: changes in the size 

or color of a mole, a lesion that does 
not heal, or the appearance of dark- 
ly pigment growth, uneven in color 
and shape. The Health Department 
encourages anyone who may have 
concerns about a skin condition to

According to a 1982 American 
Cancer Society study, an estimated 
400,000 men and women equally 
have skin cancer. A vast majority

What are the chances of survival 
for this type of cancer? 

Fortunately skin cancer has ag 
yverall cure rate of 90% with early 
Jetection and treatment. Once 
liagnosed, can often be treated in 
several visits to the physician’s of- 
fice. For cases of melanoma, é 
and more severe form of disease, 
the survival rate is about 68% 

Can anything be done to prevent 
skin cancer? 

There are no guarantees against 
Jeveloping the disease but there 
ire several easy steps everyone 
an follow to reduce the risk 

1. Be especially careful of pro- 
longed exposure to spring and sum- 
mer sun between the hours of 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m., the hottest time of 
Jay. In the Boston area this is ims 
portnat from March through 
September, 

2. If you plan to be in the sun, use 
a protective sunscreen which caf 
be bought without a prescription, 
These are labeled with a skin pro- 
tection fact (SPF) number from 1, 
the least protective, to 15, which of 
fers complete protection. The guide 
below explains which number is 
best for each general skin test 

a. always or usually burns, 
Joesn’t tan much - SPF 15 

b. sometimes burn, then tan + 
SPF 8-10 

c. always tan-SPF 4 

Sunscreens will come off with 
water and must be reapplied. 

3. Be ful on cool, cloudy days

NEW YORK (UPI) When Cin 
dy Buxton and Annie Price went out 
to live among the penguins, they 
never expected to find themselves 
in the middle of a war that would 


make television stars of both of 
them. 
“King Penguin: Stranded 


Beyond the Falklands,’’ which CBS 
will air June 22 from 8-9 p.m., EDT, 
might never have gone beyond the 
bounds of the BBC had Argentina 
not decided to take the Falkland 
Islands away from England just as 
they were finishing it. 

If the two young British film- 
makers — in New York to promote 
their wildlife creation — did not ex- 
pect a war, however, neither did 
they expect to emerge from their 
adventure as heroines of Britannia. 
It’s a role they still have trouble ac- 
cepting. 

“We didn’t do anything, really 
said Miss Price. ‘“‘We were a 
frightful nuisance.” 

“T think if we knew what we were 
in for, we'd never have left South 
Georgia,’' added Miss Buxton. 

But they did do something. While 
a handful of Royal Marines battled 
Argentine forces just 15 miles from 
their isolated camp, they went right 
on doing what they had been doing 

flying the Union Jack and taking 
pictures of penguins. 

It all began on April 3, 1982, Bux 
ton and Price already had fought

and won one battle with British of- 
ficials loathe to allow two 
unescorted women to spend six 
months alone on the remote island 
of South Georgia. They were not 
happy to face another one. 

“The first I knew that something 
was going wrong, though I didn’t 
think there was going to be a war 
about it, was when the Argentine 
scrap-iron merchants landed at the 
old whaling station,” said Miss 
Buxton. 

“T couldn’t understand what they 
were doing because they were quite 
obviously provoking all the rules 
and regulations.”” 

Buxton and Price, who were 
nearing the end of a filmmaking 
mission planned for years, couldn't 
see the invasion, but they could 
hear it and they could listen to radio 
cross-talk describing the firefight 
the Argentines initially won. 

The ‘“scrap-iron merchants,” 
who knew where the women were, 
contacted them by radio and told 
them they would be removed to 
Port Stanley in the Falklands, 800 
miles away, within 48 hours. 





What Buxton and Price did not 
know was that defending Royal 
Marines had put two Argentinian 
ships out of commission and shot 
down all their helicopters before 
surrendering. 


The Argentinians thus had no 
means of getting to the women 
short of walking across a 15-mile- 
wide glacier filled with man-eating 
crevasses. 


“‘We were the only two women for 
a thousand miles and we just hoped 
that they were going to be pleasant 
and treat us reasonably well," said 


Miss Buxton. 

“You can’t feel fear unless you're 
confronted by it, and we weren't at 
that stage,” Miss Buxton said. “We 
hadn’t seen a hairy Argentinian or 
any unusual activity. We'd only 
heard it, but the element of the 
unknown is always a bit unplea- 
sant.” 





Throughout the ordeal, the two 
women flew the Union Jack at their 
camp as they waited for ‘‘soldiers 
to come up the beach and point 
guns at us and take us away.”” 


Word of the flag got back to the 
British press and made them 
famous, but Miss Buxton said she 
simply forgot to take it down 


“It never occurred to me to take 
it down,” she said, ‘'I suppose if the 
Argentines had turned up and found 
the flag flying, it might have upset 
them a bit. I suppose that might 
have been a bit stupid.” 


The two women eventually were 
evacuated — precious wildlife film 
intact — by the Royal Navy and 
flown home to a welcome that still 
has them gasping. On remote South 
Georgia they had no idea they had 
made headlines. 








Filmmakers find fame in Falklands War 


‘As the plane stopped, we could 
see all these lights coming on 
probably 100 or 150 television peo- 
ple,’ said Miss Buxton of their ar- 
rival back in England. “I turned to 
Annie and said, ‘Coo, somebody 
frightfully important is arriving. I 
wonder who it is? 


And the captain of the airplane 
said, ‘You'd better go now. They’re 
all waiting for you.”” 


Their film, showing penguins and 
elephant seals going about their 
solemn business, enjoying recorded 
music, examining their peculiar 
visitors and generally ignoring the 
sounds of war in the distance, is a 
testimony to the more sensible 
creatures of planet Barth, but the 
Royal Navy remains nervous. 





“When we got back, they said 
they were really worried about 
where we were going next ying 
they really ought to be on exercise 
somewhere nearby, just in case," 
1 Miss Buxton. 











That will be Ascencion Island, 
among the turtles in the equatorial 
Atlantic. But even without a war, 
Buxton and Price should have little 
trouble placing their next film.

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Docs make cable house 
call for diabetes info

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Here's your 
chance to talk to a doctor about your health 
without going to his office, visiting a golf 
course or paying the customary fee. 

For four prime time hours June 2 
viewers of Cable Health Network will have 
the opportunity to telephone, toll free, and 
talk to a specialist about diabetes. 

“Diabetes: Update '83” will inform 
viewers that the disease, third leading 
killer in the United States today, is suffered 
by 11 million Americans, including 5 
million who don’t know they have it. 

The format is simple: viewers get tons of 
information about symptoms and treat- 
ment and then are free to call a doctor in 
their area or one of 25 specialists in Los 
Angeles. 

The calls are not heard on the air. Con- 
fidentiality is guaranteed. The physicians 
are knowledgeable and primed to respond 
to all kinds of questions. 

Prime mover of ‘‘Diabetes: Update '83” 
is Dr. Art Uline, a regular on the ‘‘Today” 
show for seven years. He also is part of Los 
Angeles’ KABC nightly news. 

Uline, who looks more like a physician 
than Drs. Kildare and Welby combined, is 
also chairman of Cable Health Network. 

He calls this marathon show, a total of 
eight hours because it is rerun immediate- 
ly, an ‘‘informathon.’’ No money is sought 
from viewers, only questions. 

“We will have panels of doctors in 25 
cities answering local calls and another 25 
physicians in Los Angeles manning toll 
free lines,’’ said Uline, a bespectacled man 
of about 50 with a neat mustache and 
scholarly manner. 

“Last November we produced a heart 
disease informathon and worried that 15 
doctors wouldn’t get enough calls. We 
received an estimated 30,000 calls and 
could only handle 2,000 of them. Some 
callers waited four hours to talk to a doc- 
tor." 

Uline hopes the program also helped 
save some lives. 

As the cable’s chairman and with com- 
plete cooperation of the American Medical 
Association, Uline is reducing some of the 
so-called mystique of the practice of 
medicine. 

The cable, which runs 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, may well be the most 


valuable and useful manifestation of the 
tube yet. 

It brims with health and science pro- 
gramming aimed at improving lives of 
viewers and providing information that 
will encourage Americans to establish 
healthier lifestyles. 

The programs include segments on nutri- 
tion, exercise, medical breakthroughs, 
sexuality, sports medicine, emotional and 
mental health issues, allergies, diets, con- 
tagious diseases and drug information. 

Beginning this month Cable Health Net 
work will produce the ‘Physicians Journal 
Club” for doctors, bringing attention to im- 
portant new developments printed in 
medical journals, 

“At least one person in 17 percent of our 
homes is involved in health occupational- 
ly,” said Uline, an gynecological surgeon 
who abandoned his practice last year to 
teach at the University of Southern Califor- 
nia. 

Much of his time is devoted to Cable 
Health Network. 

“I think we represent the future of 
cable,” he said. ‘‘We provide fingertip in- 
formation. We don’t program for the 
masses. We target our messages. 

“For instance, no network could devote 
four hours of prime time to an informathon 
on diabetes, There is plenty of medical 
material available for cable, but we are 
very selective. 

“Our purpose is to give sufficient in- 
formation for viewers to make intelligent 
decisions about health.” 

Uline believes that, technically, 
medicine has gone about as far as it can go. 
He is concerned about the limitation of 
medical technology. 

“T think the greatest gains can now be 
made by focusing attention on human 
lifestyle disorders and treating people with 
information when possible. Medicine, of 
course, is important. But so is information. 














“There is much to be done by informing 
patients that their own actions influence 
the outcome of such diseases as hyperten- 
sion, emphysema, lung ncer, heart 
di: e, drug abuse, accidents, depression, 
suicide and alcoholism,” 








Uline is certain a patient, well-informed 
by his doctor, can help treat and cure 
himself when he has been given all the 
facts and is encouraged to adjust to a 
healthy lifestyle, 


Revived Orient Express is a hit; 
40,000 expected aboard this year

LONDON (UPI) — There's so much 
nostalgia these days for travel’s golden age 
that the revived Orient Express is rolling 
into its second year with a new rival 
heading down the tracks. 

“Our train is well established now as a 
true luxury operation,” said Colin Bather, 
boss of the year-old Venice Simplon Orient- 
Express, ‘It's become a part of the Euro- 
pean travels 1€. 

So much so that an estimated 40,000 
passengers this year will pay $595 each, ex 
cluding meals, for the 25-hour ride between 
the gray of London and the gondolas of 
Venice, 

“The fun thing is that each trip is so dif- 
ferent,’’ said Tim Robbins, who rides most 
journeys as train manager. ‘'Every group 
of passengers sets its own atmosphere 

“A high porportion of them still dress in 
the 1920s style — that’s really very splen- 
did. And almost every trip a real party at 
mosphere develops."” 

The refurbished Orient Express, reviv- 
ing history’s most romantic train, has been 
a thrice-weekly wallow in ‘the whole 1920s 
experience”’ since its first run May 25, 1982.

NEWTON — At least eight area teenagers 
in the custody of the state Department of 
Social Services may be forced into the streets 
by a shortage of foster housing, say officials 
in the DSS Newton office. 

The problem is a familiar one, says foster 
care supervisor Jane Kerzner: People who 
want foster children don’t want teens. 

“Either they have little ones and don’t want 
an older child around to possibly be a bad in- 
fluence, or they have just gone through rais- 
ing their own children and want an infant for a 
change,"’ Kerzner says. 

The agency now has six foster homes that 
will accept teenagers, and all are full, 

The alternative, for the eight youngsters 
and others who need a place to go, is to be 
moved from one short-term, unstable situa- 
tion to another, Kerzner says, 














NEWTON — Kelly Smith is mostly like 
i-year-old girls at Waltham High 
inywhere else; She's forever on the 
telephone with her friends, has a boyfriend 
and frets about her weight while dreaming of 
ice cream sundaes. 

But unlike her classmates, Kelly will have 
no place to call home after June 30.

Waltham since her mother died a year ago. 
But her relative, with three young children of 
her own, is unable to house Kelly longer. 

She is one of eight area teenagers the DSS 
office is trying to place in foster care, one of 
the cases agency officials figured would have 
a happy ending. 

“We don’t always have success stories,” 
says area director Judy Abrahams, ‘‘but we 
really want Kelly to be one of them,”’ 

But the foster homes in the Newton area 
that accept teenagers are full. Agency of- 
ficials have placed newspaper ads and sent

could wind up living on the street.” 

The pool of potential foster homes is also 
decreasing, as women who might have 
become foster parents instead seek jobs after 
their own children leave home, says DSS area 
director Judy Abrahams. 

Meanwhile, the number of teenagers refer- 
red to the area office is on the rise, now 
averaging one or two a week, according to 
home finder Priscilla Dillon. 

That may be partly due to the fragmenting 
of the extended family, says Dillon. The 
grandparents, aunts and uncles ‘‘aren’t there 
the way they used to be”’ when children need 
help coping, she says. 

Many of the 13-to-17-year-olds have a 
history of running away from home and being 
truant from school, but their behavior is not a 
product of inner-city streets,

Despite some decrepit benches, a few 
frayed basketball nets, and a sprinkling of 
broken glass, Newton’s playgrounds appear 
to be safe places for children to spend sunny 
summer days.

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Mann: Hold. on to courts

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann, chairman 
of the Middlesex County Advisory Board, has 
contradicted the county commissioners in ad 
vocating that county courthouses be turned over 
to the state 

“State takeover of all county court buildings 
could save the Middlesex County taxpayer as 
much as $10 million a year,"’ Mann stated as the 
executive committee of the advisory board voted 
to support legislation before the Senate to hand 
the courthouses over to the state 

County commissioner Thomas Larkin stated 
last week that the three commissioners, in- 
cluding Newton resident Bill Schmidt, were 
unanimous in opposing a state takeover of the 
county courthouses. He said such a proposal ‘is 
absurd, in the face of the current state revenue 
and expenditure crisis. We believe recent county 
reforms are permanent, and, as a consequence, 
county government is easily more cost efficient, 
less complicated, more accountable and more 
sible than state government.” 
arkin predicted a state takeover of the county 
courthouses ‘‘will cause an increase in the state 
budget of at least $30 million. We assume the 
estimate will increase as hidden costs shake 
down.” 

One of the hidden costs Larkin cited, besides 
insurance, debt service and health and retire- 
ment benefits is ‘‘the proven propensity of state 
government to be more bloated than local and 
county government.” 

Mann said the costs of debt service would 
disappear if the courthouses went over to the 
state, but he would not elaborate on the basis of 
his prediction of $10 million in savings per year. 

Diane Norris, in charge of public information 
for the advisory board, explained the difference 
in Mann’s and Larkin’s opinions about the future 
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of the courthouses. 

Tom (Larkin) is arguing from an overall 
perspective,”’ she said. His concern is with “the 
burden on the state d with the added costs to 
citizens across the state, according to Norris. 

“The mayor is concerned with property tax- 
payers,"’ she said. “They are both right. You 
have to see what each regards as his prime con- 
stituency,”” 

Robert Healy, city manager of Cambridge and 
vice-chairman of the advisory board, has ex- 
pressed his concern, according to Norris, that 
court maintenance costs could escalate under 
state control. He did acknowlege, however, that 
the state takeover would be a logical completion 
of the court reform act, she said 

Both Mann and Larkin contend that the state 
should be made to pay back rents on county cour 
thouses it now uses. “I've written a letter to the 
y commissioners asking that they bring 
al action against the state’ to collect overdue 




























said the state agreed to pay Middlesex 
County $8.5 million per year for courthouse use. 
“We've been getting $3.2 million a year,’”’ she 
said. “There's $20 million past due in Middlesex 
County alon 

She added that she found it hard to imagine the 
state being able to pay for the courthouse 
maintenance costs when it can not keep up with 
the existing rental agreement 

Norris commented that a lawsuit might be in 
the works, since all other efforts to secure back 
rents from the state have failed. “We talked with 
anyone who would listen,"’ she said 

A bill now in the House of Representatives 
would take the courthouses from the county by 
eminent domain and leave it to the county to in- 
cur the loss of the late rents. Another bill in the 
Senate would reimburse the county for all past 
due rents. Both bills would create an indepen- 
dent authority to administer the courthouses.

An acquaintance on a fixed income 
retirement schedule has been distressed 
by the plunging interest rates of the past 
few months. To business it has signaled the 
start toward recovery from the recession, 
but to the retiree it was like a cut in pay 
because of decreased payouts from the 
high yield certificates of deposit. 

In actuality, of course, gains for the 
elderly otherwise were a welcome respite 
from the surge of inflation. Living cost ad- 
vances have been brought to a virtual 
standstill, with substantial softening of 
prices in a few significant areas. Here in 
Massachusetts, a further boon has been 
the tight restraint put on taxes. 

A better general picture on the economic 
front is of benefit to all, including the fixed 
income golden agers. 

One cause for griping has to be what is 
happening in the per gallon price of 
gasoline. An incredibly effective job had 
been done by U.S. consumers in conserva- 
tion and alternative energy use to cut the 
legs out from under OPEC as a boycott 
response. The result was a world oil glut 
which soon pushed prices down, even to 
the point where regular gasoline had just 
broken through the one-dollar floor.

Nuke war 
fears real

re you sitting down? 
A If so, consider the possibility that War- 
saw Pact armies in eastern Europe, pro- 
mpted by the scheduled NATO deployment this 
fall of Pershing I] nuclear missiles to modernize 
its defenses, could launch a massive conventional 
preemptive strike in Europe - even including 
chemical weapons - while a paralyzed United 
States lacks the will to stop them 

Don't dismiss this s ario out of hand, warns 
the highest ranking Polish official to the west. 

Former Polish Ambassador Dr. slaw 
Rurarz, short of stature but long on experience’ 
with Soviet ideology, said in Boston recently he is 
not convinced such a preemptive strike will oc- 
cur. But given current ‘‘offensive-minded” think- 
ing in Moscow and the vacillation of the west, it 
conceivably could. 

Rurarz joined the communist party in Poland 
at age 15. Over the years, he says he tried to in- 
fluence and moderate the movement from 
within. With a Ph.D. in economics, he spent 25 
years in the foreign service, as commercial at- 
tache in Washington, deputy ambassador to the 
U.N. and ambassador to Japan, besides being 
economic advisor to former party chief Edward 
Gierek and working in military intelligence. 

On many occasions, with his fluency in Rus: 
sian, he took part in politbureau ‘think tank’ 
strategy sessions with Soviet and eastern bloc 
ty leaders on how to win the contest with 
capitalism and conquer the democracies. Thus 
his insights into thinking behind the Iron Curtain. 

When martial law was declared in Poland, 
Rurarz realized changes were no longer possible 
from within. He sought and was granted asylum 
in the U.S. and lives now near Washington under 
federal protection, making cautious trips around 
the country to enlighten about his perceptions 
His visit to New England was in response to the 
tour of a Soviet peace delegation and sponsored 
in part by Accuracy in Media in Washington, 

“The Soviets,’ says Rurarz quietly but 
forcefully, ‘‘are most seriously taking into ac- 
count a war to obtain their policy objectives of 
the Chinese strategy of ‘beating your enemy 
without war.’ It is no exaggeration to say that the 
Soviets are prepared to go to war and to win. 
They are 100 percent offensive-minded in their 
training. They boast they are stronger than the 
whole world together. I myself have rd Soviet 
leaders say nuclear war Is winnable. They will go 
to any lengths to see that the billions of rubles 
they have invested in their defense capability br- 
returns 
he only one to say ‘no’ to the U.S.S.R, is the 
U.S. Lam afraid of ther lve of the democracies 
to defend themselves. The west may vacillate 
and not respond." 

Confronted with superior conventional forces 
in Europe, he asks, what American president 
would resort to theatre nuclear weapons to stop 
an advance, mindful of the responsibility of strik- 
ing first and of unleashing a nuclear conflagra- 
tion? 

President Jimmy Carter's “‘vacillation” over 
the neutron bomb, he says, convinced the Soviets 
of their capacity to blackmail the democracies.

Manzelli was incorrectly billed 
and wanted the city to wipe-out an 
old $15,000 as sment and an over- 
due tax bill for . 

elli took time-off from his 
contracting business last Friday to 
meet with City Treasurer Theodore 
Scafidi and Assessor Harold Brady, 
after being notified his name was to 
be published as tax delinquent . 

On Mondz Chairman of the 
Board of Assessors Robert Palmer 
confirmed an error had been made. 
Last Saturday, Manzelli received 
notification that the error had been 
corrected. 

Chairman of the Revaluation 
Subcommittee Alderman Paul Col- 
etti said Monday he has received a 
number of calls from residents who 
were notified their names were to 
be published as tax delinquents, 
although the they do not owe taxes. 

“In these cases, the abatements 
they received were not transferred 
to the computer,”’ Coletti said. 

Manzelli’s woes started with an 
original < ssment of $30,700 on 
his land-locked garage. The four- 


car garage is about 100 years-old, 

r, no electricity or 

sewer and measures 16 by 38 feet, 

ording to Manzelli. The proper- 

0 square feet is divided by a 

aquaduct making it land- 
locked. 

Last year Manzelli received an 
abatement reducing the value of 
the garage to $15,700, but the city 
never removed the outstanding 
$15,000 from its computers and has 
been billing him. 

alling his experience ‘‘a real 
horror show,’ Manzelli paid a bill 
on his assessment of $15,700. In 
February he received another 
abatement further reducing the 
value to $9,000. Alderman Richard 
McGrath had been helping Manzelli 
with the problem and said he 
thought the error had been cor- 
rected. 

“When I received the letter on 
Thursday, I was off the wall,” 
Manzelli said, ‘‘I was going to sub- 
mit a bill for having to take time-off 
from work to go to city hall and 
straighten this out.”

Neighbors okay units 
for St.Jean’s School

NONANTUM ~— Local residents 
said they can live with initial plans 
for converting the defunct St. 
Jean's school into elderly and fami- 
ly housing units. 

A conceptual design for 37 elderly 
and six family units located on the 
property of the old Catholic school 
on Watertown Street was 
unaminously approved Thursday 
by the Planning and Development 
Board. 

Local resident and once vocal op- 
ponent of the city’s housing plans 
Margaret Cormier said of the 
plans, ‘‘They’re not our first choice, 
but the people want to see a reuse of 
the building.” 

Cormier and Newton Housing 
Director Frank Quinn wanted an 
elevator in the building. 

tairs to the second floor and 
basement will be the only means of 
access for elderly residents, ac- 
cording to project architect 
Stephen Tise. The state turned 
down a city request for the elevator 
because it would cost too much, he 
added 

Tise said, he remains concerned 
about the financial feasibilty of the 
renovation, but he did not have any 
preliminary cost estimates, 

Residents want the two-story 
brick building to appear the same 
and are anxious to see the work 
completed. 

Cormier of 232 Watertown Street, 
has been involved in the issue since 
the city first indicated it would buy 
the property from the Roman 
Catholie Church for $250,000, 

Numerous public hearings in City 
Hall last winter brought out scores 
of Nonantum residents who voiced 
their opposition to the purchase, 
but the Board of Aldermen approv- 
ed the sale, Since then, local 
residents have been working with 
city housing officials to make sure 


the planned renovations blend with 
their neighborhood. 

“We want the front of the 
building to look the same,”’ said 
Cormier. 

The only noticeable difference to 
the structure will be a 48-foot ramp 
in the front of the old school, ac- 
cording to the architect's concep- 
tual drawings. 

Additions will be made to the rear 
of the building, according to ar- 
chitect Tise. 

St. Jean’s is sited on an L-shaped 
parcel of land, with the narrow sec- 
tion facing Watertown Street. 

Cormier questioned if emergency 
vehicles could easily reach the rear 
of the building, but Planning Direc- 
tor Barry Canner said he intends to 
have Fire Chief Edward Reilly 
review the plans. 

The site is sandwiched between 
two church properties. It also abuts 
the Watertown line, requiring ap- 
proval from the Watertown Zoning 
Board of Appeals, according to 
Canner. 

A total of 12 parking spaces are 
planned for the site in an area of the 
city where parking is always an 
issue, 

The six low-income family units 
will be separate buildings located 
behind St. Jean's. 

City Housing Director Quinn 
believes elderly residents and 
children from the family units 
might find themselves in conflict. 

“On Thurston Road (a housing 
site with elderly and family units) 
the elderly aren't tripping over 
toys, because the family units are 
completely distant, said Quinn, You 
need a place for children to leave 
their Big Wheels,” he added 

The conceptual plans will be 
presented to state officials for their 
approval and the next step involves 
going before the aldermanic Land 
Use Committee, according to Can 
ner

NEEDHAM 
students in the Program for 
academically and Creatively 
Talented Students (PACT) placed 
very well in a statewide Future 
Problem-Solving Competition held 
recently at the University of 
Massachusetts, Boston campus.

If they say yes and 
the treatment is relatively simple, 
then the person would not be con- 
sidered permanently disabled, said 
Cohen. 

‘For the first time, the 104 local 
retirement boards are given stan- 
dard procedures and are informed 
of the laws,’’ said Cohen. The 
regulation’s strength are not in any 
revolutionary changes, but they let 
boards know what their powers are 
under existing law and requires 
them to give disabilty applications 
more scrutiny than they have in the 
past, he added.

Asbestos 
woes grow

NEWTON Just as School Committee 
members were feeling a sense of accomplish: 
ment about the process of asbestos removal from 
Newton North High School, an expert informed 
them Monday night that asbestos is flaking off 
the ceiling of the fourth floor of Newton North, 
and recent tests have indicated that Newton 
South may also have an asbestos problem, 






But Dr, Charles Spooner, an industrial 
hygienist and geochemist who helped write an 
EPA guidance document on asbestos-containing 
materials in buildings, advised that the asbestos 
be monitored instead of immediately removed. 


“I don't think anything should be done now,” 
he said.Spooner, whose 1979 study of asbestos at 
Newton North had recommended the removal of 
asbestos on the second and third floors of the 
building, said he stands by his original recom- 
mendation that the fourth floor be left alone. 


At this point, I still recommend that the situa- 
tion be watched to see if it changes in the next 
few years,”’ possibly in response to vibrations or 
vandalism, he said 

Spooner pointed out that “damage by students

To pay $10,000 


City settles 
with police 
raid victim 


NEWTON - The city has tem- 
poris moaldermanic Finance Com- 
mittee has approved the city’s pay- 
ing a former Newton resident 
$10,000 to settle his lawsuit against 
Police Chief William F. Quinn and 
five Newton policemen before the 
verdict comes in from the jury. 

In a closed-door executive ses- 
sion, City Solicitor Daniel Funk 
convinced the committee that Ed- 
ward Strong ultimately might be 
awarded considerably more than 
$10,000 for legal fees and damages 
resulting from a run-in he had with 
the Newton police in February, 
1980. 

Strong alleged that the police, ac- 
ting on a tip that he was holding a 
woman hostage in his apartment, 
tricked him into leaving his 
residence, restrained him, and then 
broke down his door and seized two 
of his handguns. 

There was no woman, and, ac- 
cording to Funk, ‘there was no 
evidence of criminal activity,’’ but 
the police took Strong’s guns and 
his license to carry them. His guns 
were returned after five months, at 
the request of his attorney, and his 
license was renewed after two state 
“unk stated in a letter 
odore Mann. 

Strong pressed a $1 million civil 
rights suit against the police, and, 
when the trial began in federal 
court, his attorney offered to settle 
for as little as $50,000, according to 
Funk. 

“The case was tried for five days, 
during which time testimony was 
presented which cast doubt on the 
truthfulness of statements made by 
at least one of the officers,’ ac- 
cording to Funk. 

Chief Quinn said Monday, ‘‘We 
all felt real good about our 
testimony.’’ 

Commenting on the import of an 
FBI probe of potential civil rights 
violations in the Newton Police 
Department, which was taking 
place when the Strong incident hap- 
pened, Quinn commented, ‘‘We 
were completely vindicated in 
that. 

Funk argued that Strong’s suc- 
cess in overturning his gun license

denial, combined with the jury’s be- 
ing “at a standstill’ on two of 
Strong’s claims suggested to Funk 
that the city “would be particularly 
SU: ptible to a judgment for 
damages.” 

He. also pointed out that the 
judge, ‘‘who had initially recom- 
mended that the case be settled for 
$18,000, indicated that, if Strong 
prevailed as to any of his claims, he 
would award significant attorney's 
fees to Strong's counsel, in addition 
to costs."” 

Strong said Monday that his ex- 
penses in the case we “definitely 
over”’ the $10,000 offered by the ci- 
ty. Besides the legal expense, he 
contended the psychological effects 
of his experience were the real 
costs he will never recoup. 

Two years after the incident, he 
complained that he ‘was placed in 
great fear and has continued to be 
subject to great mental anguish." 
He added that he had to seek 
medical attention” as a result of 
the incident. 

The actions of the police, ac- 
cording to Strong, destroyed his 
sense of security in his home and 























humiliated him in front of his 

friends and neighbors ‘in such a 

way as to lose their respect 
Suggesting, on Monday, that 


there were some things the city 
could not settle with $10,000, Strong 
asked, ‘‘Do you know what is like to 
see a police car and be scared to 
death that they might know who 
youare?” 





Officer is bitter 
over retirement

NEWTON Recently retired 
Newton police officer Allan Cic- 
cone, 43 years old, sat in his darken 
ed house Monday afternoon trying 
to escape the first real heat of the 
summer 

He is used to sitting home all day 
Since last September, he has had to 
call the police to ask permission to 
go anywhere. 

September is when Ciccone was 
put on sick leave from his job with 
the police department, As Chief 
William F. Quinn explained Mon- 
day, police officers and firefighters 
have to stay at home when they are 
on sick leave, or they do not get 
paid 

Ciecone was put on sick leave last 
September for a back injury he 
received when he fell off a wall 
while pursuing housebreakers in 
the early morning hours of Dee. 15, 
1975. 

He said he was allowed to work as 
a clerk in police headquarters when 
he did not feel well enough to return 
to the beat. After two and a half 
years under this arrangement, Cic 
cone was told, in April, 1981, that he

A year ago, the city-wide 
revaluation taxed commercial pro- 
perties at 150-percent of their 
assessed value, while residences 
were taxed at 100-percent 

Businesses have been hit a little 
too hard,” alderman Robert Ten- 
nant told the committee. ‘Nobody's 
doing anything to help the 
businessman, while he’s hauling 
more than his own weight."” 

Public Works Commissioner 
John Sulik explained that SCA Ser- 
vices, Inc., which is scheduled to 
begin residential trash pickup in 
the city on July 1, has ‘no involve- 
ment with commercial trash," He 
said all owners of non-residential 
properties will have to contract 
with other private firms for trash 
collection after that date, when the

He said the private firms he had 
investigated offered the same ser- 
vice being provided by the city, but 
at a higher cost. The cost for 
equivalent service would be ap- 
proximately $6 per week, as oppos- 
ed to the city charge of $2. 

Both Tennant and local 
businessman Bill Cantor said they 
thought Sulik’s estimate of the cost 
of private trash pickup was very 
low. Cantor said $1,000 per year 
probably was closer to the real 
cost. To him, the proposal to end ci- 
ty pickup of commercial trash 
means ‘‘my taxes just went up 
again,”” He commented that his 
taxes went up $5,000 a year after 
revaluation and complained that 
trash pickup is “‘one of the few ser- 
vices we have.”’ 

Cantor asked the aldermen if sur- 
charges for fire protection would be 
proposed next. 

It costs the city $8 to make the 
pickup for which it is paid $2, the 
commissioner explained. The cost 
to the city for providing the service 
in 1982 was $115,560, while total 
revenues from it amounted to only 
$38,930, he said. 

Sulik’s figures were for pickups 
at 220 non-residential properties, he 
said, but aldermen guessed that 
trash from many small businesses 
was being picked up as residential. 
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Roger Harris, of the Sanitation 
Division, told the committee the 
real number of non-residential pro: 
perties will be known after SCA 
begins its pickups in July. 

“That 200 might really be 600," 
Richard Bullwinkle, acting chair 
man of the committee, said of 
Sulik’s figures, 

Committee member Paul Coletti 
said he thought forcing businesses 
to contract with more expensive 
trash firms might lead to a health 
hazard in the city. Fewer pickups 
and larger dumpsters would lead to 
unsanitary conditions, he said 

After painting a picture of gar- 
bage overflowing from dumpsters 
all over town, Coletti told Sulik, “If 
it happens with our own people 
making the pickups, I know it’s go- 
ing to happen with a private con- 
tractor.”’ 

“That will be a Health Depart- 
ment problem,” the commissioner 
responded 

“It'll be your problem when you 
have to go out and pick it up,’’ Col- 
etti told him. 

Ron Marini, a local busines 
pointed out that, even if Sulik’s 
figures were right, 220 more dump- 
sters added to the city might pose a 
potential health problem. ‘‘Has the 
Board of Health been involved in 
this decision?’’ Marini asked the 
commissioner. 

Former mayor Harold Whit- 
more, Jr., pointed out to the com- 
mittee that the definition of ‘‘com- 
mercial” or ‘‘non-residential” pro- 
perties included such old-age 
homes as the Pettee Institute. “If 
the definition given in the or- 
dinance is a clarification, then I 
think it’s wrong,’’ Whitmore said. 

“I was told we were a corpora- 
tion, but we are a residence,’’ Whit- 
more contended. He said the home 
was operating ‘on a thin line,” 
funded mostly by endowments, and 
he added that paying for private 
trash collection would be a big 
strain on its finances. 



































“Actually, this home is saving 
the city money,”’ he added. “If 
these women were not living in this 
private home, the city would have 
to take care of them.” 


Bullwinkle and other committee 
members sympathized with Whit- 
more. ‘‘When you write a sweeping 
ordinance, people sometimes fall 
between the cracks,” he said. 








Sol Krantz of Congregation Beth 
El told committee members, as 
they were agonizing over the en- 
forceability of Sulik's proposal, 
“Hard decisions make bad laws. 
When you can’t enforce something 
very well, it usually means it's a 
bad law.” 





Toward the end of the discussion, 
Cantor asked the aldermen why 





they did not negotiate for commer- » 


cial trash pickup when the SCA con- 
tract was being negotiated. 


“Because the aldermen did not 
negotiate any of it,” Bullwinkle 
responded, in a tone reminiscent of 
the months long, bitter debate that 
took place before a 12 to 11 vote of 
the Board of Aldermen finally 
assigned residential trash pickup to 
SCA,

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Tracking down the 
animal offenders

NEWTON If stray dogs could 
speak, they would tell you the 
police officers in Newton’s Animal 
Control unit are tough, but humane. 


“It is difficult to find people of 
that quality in Massachusetts, they 
(Newton's dog officers) are on the 
top of the list,’’ said Charles Contos, 
assistant director of law enforce- 
ment for the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals (MSPCA) 


Newton’s Animal Control Unit 
has a statewide reputation for 
humane treatment of animals and 
other cities often call for advice. 

Bouncing around on a hot day 
over Newton’s 20 square miles of 
roads in a four-wheel drive Animal 
Control unit van can be a grueling 
adventure 

Last year dog officers responded 
to about 7,500 calls, according to 
Newton Police Chief William 
Quinn, who is fighting to keep the 
officer's overtime pay to avoid a 
reduction in the serv 

Three officers, C 
who is retiring in June, Roy 
McLaughlin and John Gary 
responded to the calls, plus more 
than 2,000 unrelated to their normal 
animal control duties, according to 
the animal control secretar: 

This translates into an average of 
26 calls a day 

‘A bird is in a chimney at 76 
Shady Hill Rd.,” radioed the 
Animal Control unit dispat- 
cher/secretary Pauline Hoover on 
Thursday. 

A few minutes later Officer Roy 
McLaughlin arrived on the scene, 
equipped with a pair thick leather 
gloves and a flashlight. 

Two women in the house pointed 
to the fireplace where a rustling 
sound could be heard, exclaiming 
the bird was loose in the living 
room making a mess of things. 

After several failed attempts to 
get the bird down, the officer ex- 
plained the bird would come down 
on its own and when it did, the 
women should close the flue to trap 
it behind the fireplace screen. 

Barely a half-mile away from the 
home the radio in the van chirped, 
“The bird is down at 76 Shady Hill 
Rd.” The officer turned the van 
around and collected what turned 
out to be a pigeon. 

The unharmed pigeon would be 
freed in another part of the city. If 
it was injured, like so many birds 
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picked up in various driveways and 
homes across the city that day, it 
would be brought to veterinarian 
William Walker 

Dr. Walker often heals injured 
birds at no cost to anyone. 

Next, the officer dropped off cita- 
tions to pet owners whose unleash 
ed dogs were picked up rummaging 
through neighbor's trash and roam- 
ing free around a local school yard 

Fines under the city leash law 
run as high as $25 for the third of- 
fense 

“If you don’t keep it (your pet) on 
a leash, sooner or later it will get hit 
by a car,” said McLaughlin 

Some of the saddest accounts by 
the officer concerned pets maimed 
by cars. 

Since the leash law came into ef- 
fect, approximately 15 years ago, 
the population of raccoons, 
pheasants, skunks, possums and 
other wild animals have increased 
in Newton, according to 
McLaughlin. 

After several stray dogs were left 
in the care of Dr. Walker’s hospital, 
the city-contracted veterinarian on 
Beacon and Walnut Streets, a call 
came in 

“A woman on 118 Osborne Road 
reports strange animal sounds 
coming from under her deck,” said 
the dispatcher. 

Standing on a deck at the address 
was a woman and her children. She 
called out to to the officer, ‘‘Over 
here, come quick.”” 

A long, raspy hiss was heard near 
a fence of a neighbor’s pool. 

“Tt left the deck carrying its 
babies and went over there,” said 
the woman pointing to the fence. 

Officer McLaughlin knew it had 
to be a possum and her newborns. 

Returning to the van, 
McLaughlin collected a pole with a 
noose, his heavy leather gloves and 
a cage to capture the rodent. 

Each time the growl was heard 















everyone, except the officer, 
jumped onto something off the 
ground. 

The drama ended when 


McLaughlin caught the possum and 
her family in his noose pole and put 
them in the cage. 

With the possum and her clinging 
babies secure in the van, 
McLaughlin said ‘‘We get a half- 
dozen possum calls a month.” 

What he did not have to say is 
how much they stink in the confined 
quarters of a van. 

This animal's release in the 
woods near Hammond Pond could 
not come soon enough.

“It's a thankless job, but a job 
that needs to be done,"’ said Dr. 
Walker, referring to some pet 
owners’ attitudes when they come 
to retrieve their pets. 

Dogs are held for 10 days and if

“There might be a dozen dogs 
that are put to sleep each year,’ 
said Dr. Walker.

NEWTON Dog owners beware.

The animal control unit of the Newton Police Department estimates 
there are bewteen 4,500 to 5,000 dogs in Newton 

To date a little more than 750 resident

If your dog is unlicensed and picked up by the police, fines can range 
as high as $25, according to the police department 

Licenses can be bought in the City Clerk’s office. The opening day for 
getting dog licenses was in April, but they can still be purchased

Fees for dog licenses go into Middlesex County's general fund, ac 
cording to Dorothy Noyes of the Middlesex County Treasurer's office 

Newton sent in $3,265 and we refunded $1, said Noyes on Fri 
day 

Ata refund rate of $1 per license, 
about 1,400 dogs registered 

Pending in the legislature is a bill that will turn all of the license fees 
over to cities and towns. 

This bill would make it financially feasible for Newton to send the 
reminders to owners, says Assistant City Clerk Lennon. 

“Tf the e gives us control of the fees, then it would be worth it, but 
we only receive a $1 a dog,” said Lennon 

Last year the county collected $167,261 in license fees from com- 
munities in its jurisdiction and had expenses of $95,675, according to 
Noyes 

The seemingly out-dated reason that license fees go to the county is 
to pay dama to farmers whose livestock was killed by a dog. 

The county also pays up to $2 a-day in boarding charges for pets that 
are never claimed by owners, which is very rare in Newton, says 
veterinarian Walker.

‘Go’ signals on 
traffic planning 


A dozen years ago or so Watertown 
Square presented the most formidable 
kind of challenge possible in the control of 
traffic flow. Some thought it the worst in- 
tersection in the state, in fact, as trolley 
cars, buses, trucks and passenger cars 
struggled - staggered is the better word - to 
get through a veritable maze. 


Today, the Square is vastly improved 
thanks to reconstruction and better direc- 
tional adjustment. So, the announcement 
that Watertown is embarked on a new 
design concept and a new signal system, 
with a price tag estimated at $200,000 is 
more good news, making something that 
has shown improvement even better is in- 
deed laudable. 


All of which is taking a few turns before 
getting to the crux of what is pertinent in 
this particular offering. What, if anything 
substantive, is going to be done about 
Newton Corner’s traffic pattern in con- 
sonance with the massive amount of new 
construction taking place there? 


Fire and the wrecker’s ball have cleared 
the ancient buildings that dated back into 
the last century. Only the old fire station 
bell and belfry are reminders of the past. 
What is surprising, pleasantly so, is the 
fact that in the $30 million office and retail 
complex planned by the Druker Develop- 
ment Company the elliptical facade of the 
main corner is being restored. ‘‘Newton 
Place” is a grand concept. 


Now for some answers to the question 
posed two paragraphs above. Groundwork 
is being established by the Newton Plann- 
ing Department and consultants for the 
developers for a sweeping package of im- 
provements that will affect every part of 
the big intersection. 


Under a proposal to be worked into an 
Urban Systems Project for funding, at 
least two dozen recommended changes in 
signals as well as control of parking and 
physical changes aimed at traffic direc- 
tion have been given needed public ex- 
posure by the Newton-Needham Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Once these are sorted out and the 
agreed-upon adjustments worked into the 
grand design, those nightmarish trips 
through the Corner should be at an end. We 
have two thoughts which may be worth in- 
corporating into the study. One would be 
revival of the construction of an overhead 
pedestrian walk for complete avoidance of 
ground level danger. The other would be to 
determine whether some kind of bypass 
road from Galen Street, Watertown, into 
the southerly Washington Street approach 
is worth looking into. Costs in property tak- 
ings may be prohibitive, but an aerial view 
at least indicates the possibility. 


While all this is going on, the city’s 
$600,000 West Newton Square project back- 
ed by the Chamber has aldermanic ap- 
proval. For bottleneck miseries, it is hard 
to top West Newton. Another big plus in 
traffic planning.

These patients have been and still are under 
medication which helps to subdue erratic 
behavior. They will be coming from a previous 
step in the rehabilitation chain which will 
average a 3-1 patient to supervisor ratio into this 
Newton Highlands facility, which features none. 
With a sizable number of patients and unknown 
cycle rate through this facility, the chance of 
something eventually going astray in an un- 
supervised environment becomes, in the con- 
cerns of any common sense neighbor, all to real. 
What is the recourse of the neighbors who are the 
potential victims of such an organization should 















something go wrong? The house in our 
neighborhood is being set up soley by a contract 
social worker who will eventually go away. When 
we direct the question of reference, Gould Farm 
officials 90 miles away in Monteray, MA, we are 
answered only with a noncommittal response, 
“Who can predict what any human being will 
do?” 

In conclusion, from our neighborhood’s ex 
periences with this issue to date and from com- 
munications with residents in other communities 
voicing similar concerns and frustrations, it is 
exasperating to discover that when citizens with 
legitimate concerns try possibly for the first 
time in their lives, to exercise the freedom of ex- 
pression publically, they are confronted by a 
barrage of experienced, full time professionals 
eager to discredit them.

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Arrogance and duty: 
the political choices

It is inevitable as the August swoon of the Boston Red 
poset to a particular governmental or political decision will charge the

decisionmaker with the sin of arrogance, In this context, “arrogance” ap 
pears to mean the making of a decision to which the person shouting ‘ar 
rogance” is opposed 


Thus we have heard charges by various aldermen that the mayor was 
arrogant” in not responding affirmatively to a resolution by the board of 
aldermen that he restore more than $700,000 to the school budget and in 
not retaining the trash pickup as an in-house function of the public works 
Jepartment 

We have heard charges by certain city residents that the board of 
arrogant” in voting to permit purchase of the former St 
‘s School for subsidized housing. 

We have heard charges by parents of private-school students that the 
chool committee was “arrogant” in voting to limit the extent to which 
public funds will be used for transporting children to private schools. 

Charges of arrogance sound very serious. To charge an elected official 
with arrogance is to charge the ultimate sin in a representative 
democracy 

Arrogance is easy to charge and today is charged so frequently that the 
charge may have become almost meaningless. But is it? What is ar- 
rogance in the context of political and governmental life? Is it ignoring the 
Gallup Poll on a particular issue? Is it ignoring what the loudest, most 
vociferous residents say they want on a particular local issue? I don't 
think so 

Representative government cannot, and should not, be run by public of 
ficials merely reflecting the results of the Gallup Polls or their local 
equivalents, Such polls do not, and cannot, ensure that the people ques 
tioned possess all relevant information on an issue 

On local issues in Newton it is not even clear what segments of the 
public should be represented in a poll on an issue, On a proposal for a new 
commercial development in a particular area, should the poll only include 
residents of the area? If so, how large an area? Or should it include 
residents of the entire city? Furthermore, the way in which the question is 
posed can significantly affect the outcome of the poll 

lhe question, ‘Do you favor increased commercial development in 
Newton to lower your property tax burden or to preserve city services 
without increa your tax burde! would undoubtedly elicit a very dif 
ferent response than the question, ‘‘Do you favor increased commercial 
development that would generate in your area of Newton more traffic, 
more air and noise pollution, and more parking on residential streets?” 

In my view, it is not arrogant for a decisionmaker to act on his or her 
own best judgment of the public good. The decisionmaker may be wrong, 
in the views of some, but that does not necessarily mean that he or she is 
arrogant

What is truly arrogant, in my view, is for a decisionmaker to ignore the 
public in the decisional process on an important public issue, either in fail- 
ing to obtain meaningful public input or in failing to explain fully to the 
public the basis of the decision made. 

To make a decision which may not accord with the expressed views of 
the public is leadership. To make such a decision without seeking or per- 
mitting public input or without fully explaining to the public the basis of 
the decision is arrogance, Leadership we must have. Arrogance we should 
not tolerate.

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Some rules of the road 
for all bicycle riders

NEWTON — Bike riders, beware. You're taking your life into your own 
lands when you disregard the rules of the road 





Many cy make the potentially fatal error of riding in the wrong 
direction, according to Newton Police Lt. Charles Feeley, who runs a 
bieycle safety course for children. 

“Those who ride facing oncoming traffic are in utmost danger,” said 
Peeley. “You cannot guage the speed of an oncoming car. If your speed is 
fifteen miles per hour, and the car is going thirty miles an hour, the im- 
paet speed would be 45 miles per hour,”’ and the usual result of such an im- 
pact is a dead cyclist. 

“A bike has no seatbelts, no padded dashes, no four-wheel brakes,”’ said 
Feeley. A cyclist’s only protection against accidents is his or her alert- 
ness, which is compromised by riding against the flow of traffic 

“When you ride facing traffic, and are facing the car, you are hypnotiz- 
ed by it, and the driver is hypnotized by you,”’ he explained. ‘‘Impercep- 
tibly, you steer toward what you're looking at,’’ just as a pitcher aims at 
the space over home plate. 

If riding against traffic is so dangerous, why do so many parents tell 
their children to ride in that direction? 

Until 1940, Feeney explained, cyclists were considered pedestrians, and 
people have been taught to walk facing traffic. 

Under state law, however, ts are subject to the same regulations 
is cars, and should signal right and left turns, in addition to obeying traf- 
fic signals. 

‘But in heavy traffic,”’ sald Feeley, ‘I do not recommend that you avail 

urself of your legal right to take a left turn" from the right side of the 
street. Instead, he suggested, the cyclist should get off the bike and walk it 
across the street, following pedestrian rules. Whenever the cyclist an- 
ticipates a dangerous situation, it’s always a qood idea to dismount and 
walk the bike until the danger pass 

“Don’t fight traffic,’’ he urged. ‘If you lose the fight, you’re dead.”’ 

Bicyclists may ride on sidewalks, except in business areas aNd near 8 
schools and churches, but should exercise extra caution to avoid ac- 
cidents, said Feeley 

Many children today suffer from “tunnel vision” induced by excessive 
television viewing, and, im his bicycle safety course, Feeley teaches “‘bet- 
ter use of the eyes’’ to ‘develop their peripheral vision. Feeley suggested 
that cyclists look over their left shoulder at frequent intervals, tp keep 
tabs on what’s behind them. 

What about cycling after dark? 

© We don’t recommend night riding unless you're adept, skillful, and 
have reflectors on the front, back, and sides of the 

bicycle,”he said. Feeley advised that sts who ride at night wear 
velcro-fastened reflector strips on the left arm and ankle. 

Whether you’re riding during the day or at night, you should always ride 
single file, he said. 

And leave the stereo headphones at home. ‘‘They’re not illegal yet, but 
they’re exceptionally dangerous,’’ because they deprive th rider of the 
ability to clearly distinduish the sounds of traffic’ said Feeley. The vary- 
ing musical rhythms can often mesmerize the cyclist, detracting from 
alertness, he added. 

‘The driver of the car does 
cyclist does of avoiding the car,’ 
ween a car and a bike, he summed up, “ 
to loSe,””

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He tracks a youthful fascination with trolley cars

NEWTON When Norton D 
Skip" Clark was a kid, his enter: 
tainment was hanging out at the 
trolley car house in Watertown 
It was during gas rationing in 


the second World War and you 
couldn't go anywhere,” recalled 
the Newton native, “My mother 


and I would walk down there and 
he would knit and I would watch 
the trolleys shift around. They 
would ride me around the yard.”’ 
That started a life-long fascina 
with trolley cars for Skip 
Clark, In high school, he worked on 
the trolley snow plow for 23 cents an 


tion 


hour. Today, if it has anything to do 
with trolleys, Clark has probably 
‘ollected it 

Trolleys were a popular form of 


transportation for Americans 











around the turn of the century, and 
Boston was no exception. The 
overhead lines of electricity 
powered the cars which were used 
for both short and long trips 

But around the start of World 
War I, cars started to crowd the 
roadways and trolleys began to be 
eliminated. According to Clark, 
General Motors began pushing 
buses with a huge public relations 
campaign and that contributed to 
the trolley's demise. 

Boston's T system is still a trolley 
stronghold, but there are areas 
where the track now stands idle 


For example, the route from 
Newton Corner to Watertown 
Square has been taken over by 
buses. Clark and his wife, Susie, 





took their two daughters for a lé 
ride on the route when it ended in 
June, 1969 


The memories of those old trolley 
cars are important to Clark. His 
collection of trolley memorabilia 
includes everything from a coin box 
to old uniforms 

But perhaps the most fascinating 
part of his collection are his model 
trolley cars. Some, standing only 
two inches high, are exact down to 
the last detail, They are powered, 
just like the real thing, by overhead 
electrical wires that move them 
along the tracks. 

He's even created his 
miniature railroad line, in com 
memoration of the area where 
Newton, Watertown and Waltham 
come together. He calls it the 
Bemis Street Railway 

This weekend, models such as the 
ones Clark puts together will be on 
display at the second Boston 
Trolley Meet at the Holiday Inn, 


own 


Riverside, in Newton. About 500 
trolley and railroad enthusiasts are 
expected to attend the event that 
will end in a fan trip on a 1924 

Type 5" car along the Green Line 

The meet is sponsored by the 
Boston chapter of the National 
Railway Historical Society. Several 
members of the local chapter have 
also exhibited their models at the 
Museum of Our National Heritage 
in Lexington. 

The numbers of trolley modelers 
are much less than those of railroad 
modelers, according to Clark. And 
the hobby isn't that old. Trolley 
oldtimers are those who have been 
in it for more than 30 years 

“T like trains, too, but I think 
trolleys are kind of my first love,”’ 
said Clark, who is assistant 
manager at Equipment Rental in 
Watertown. “You can put a lot of 





them in a tiny space. With trains, 
you have to have a steam engine 
and a couple of cars."’ Trolleys 
usually run one at a time 

Clark makes some of his models 
from scratch, others are from 
bodies he bought from manufac: 
turers. Once he finishes the trolley, 
he likes to track down old 
photographs of the real trolley it 
was modeled after 

He also does his own 
photography, making postcards of 
many of the older trolleys and 
chronicling the latest trolleys to 
come out 
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Clark displays a miniature trolleys.

Clark is following in his father’s 
footsteps on a smaller scale. His 
father, the chief of fire prevention 
for the City of Newton, collected 
fire engines. Clark owns the fire 
museum at the Edaville Railroad in 
Carver and is senior conductor 
there. 

The meet, which begins Friday at 
6 p.m. and goes through Saturday 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., will feature 
films of the 1940-70 period of Boston 
area trolley operation.

The only explanation given for a 
weak turnout was both Newton 
North and South High Schools end- 
ed their commencements just a 
half-hour before the meeting 

Newton resident Jason Kirshen, 
who follows school issues, was the 
only member of the public in the au- 
dience. 

School Committee Vice- 
Chairman Robert Ricles said, ‘No 
member of the School Committee, 
as far as I can tell, favored the 
idea,’ 

“The mayor does provide ex- 
cellent insights and I think if his 
vote was not there he would have no 
motivation to attend,” said Ric!

had enough to do and his time could 
be better used elsewhere. He sug 
gested Mann could exert more in- 
fluence by not having a vote 

‘His time could be better used if 
he was not required to attend 
School Committee meetings,” said 
Jefferson. 

Mayor Mann has not said one 
way or the other how he felt about 
the issue, stated Sheehan. 

Another reason for proposing the 
amendment, was this year’s school 
budget cuts by the mayor, stated 
Jefferson 

Newton resident Kirshen sug- 
gested the amendment could ex- 
clude the mayor’s vote on budget 
matters, rather than just dropping 
him as a voting member of the com- 
mittee. 

“The mayor is obliged (under the 
constraint of Proposition 2%) to 
present a balanced budget to the 
Board of Aldermen,” said Alder- 
man Rodney Barker. 

Sheehan suggested, if the mayor 
ever felt uncomfortable about at- 
tending a School Committee 
meeting he could choose not to go. 

“‘As amember of the School Com- 
mittee, it is his (Mayor Mann's) on- 
ly meaningful contact’’ with school 
issues, said Alderman Verne 
Vance.

All of the tow companines 
represented Monday complained 
about the responsibility they 


shoulder when they haul a car to 
their lots 


“The station is responsible for 
the car,’’ said Testa who said his 
company brought in about 10 cars 
on Monday. Towing charges re- 
main at $25, he added. 





The city’s ‘‘tow and hold”’ policy 
has been criticized for inconsisten- 
cies in implementing its new strict 
stance regarding parking tickets. 








The program of towing cars was 
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FATHER’S DAY 


suspended early this month 
because residents were not ade- 
quately notified that their cars 
were going to be towed, according 
to DePasquale. 


People who found their cars had 
been towed before the new policy of 
giving written notice are upset over 
the inequity of some people being 
notified, while they were not given 
a similar chance. 


Still unresolved, is what to do 
with cars abandoned by people who 
fear the total fines are more than 
the car’s value. 


Eric Howlett of Burwood Road 
said he continues to leave his van in 
storage because “it's not worth the 
tickets.” Off-street parking is not 
available to Howlett, who must 
violate the city’s ban on overnight 
parking or pay for the privilege 

Other cities usually make a pro-

NEWTON — Victims of racially 
or ethnically motivated acts of 
violence or harassment can now 
sue the perpetrators in civil court 
and collect damages, according to 
a bill Gov. Michael Dukakis signed 
into law this past Friday 





The bill, written by state Rep. 
David Cohen, D-Newton, and co- 
signed by the entire Newton delega- 
tion, provides new civil remedies 
for victims of violence on account 
of “race, color, creed or religion.” 
The law also stiffens some criminal 
penalties for similar acts of 
violence or harrassment 





“There s a symbolic aspect to 
this lav ys Cohen. ‘Local law 
enforcement agencies don’t treat 
these things very seriously. They 
don't really see things like burning 
crosses and swaztikas as serious, 
That's a very traumatic ex- 
perience. It’s an implicit threat.” 











The new law should send a 
message to local police depart- 
ments that the legislature is con- 
cerned about the problem, Cohen 
explains.

Chief Quinn suggests 
teen party guidelines 


NEWTON June is traditionally a month of teenage parties, with 

graduations, proms and end of the school year get togethers 

Police Chief William F. Quinn has formulated a set of basic guidelines 
which will be useful to people hosting such parties 

Chief Quinn states that proper pre-planning of a party is often the key to 
1 successful one. An invitation list should be agreed upon in advance by 
the host and his or her parents 

Open parties can be extremely difficult to monitor and there is always 
danger that it will grow too large too quickly and the host could lose con 
trol. The host should also know in advance how each guest is to return 
home from the party 

Any parent whose child has been invited to a private house party is en 
couraged to call the host in advance and inquire about the nature of the 
party and what ground rules are being set. Parents sometimes feel that 
their child must attend if he or she has received an invitation, however a 
more reasonable decision can be made oncee the invitee knows what to 





expect 

Parents should either be present at parties hosted in their home or have 
another responsible adult present and visible, Quinn emphasizes that 
t of these parties stem from major events in a teenager's life and dur- 
ing such celebration’s the teen looks to an older person for both organiza 
tion and guidance. Quinn points out that often Newton party giver: Be 
a police officer, for a nominal charge, whose presence alone can set the 
proper atmosphere for the party 

The chief recognizes that a prime concern of both law enforcement peo 
ple and parents is the use of alcohol by persons who are not of legal age 

In Massachusetts the legal age is twenty. Party givers should be aware 
that by law, any person-adult or minor, leaving his/her property intox- 
icated, whether or not served by the party giver, can be held liable if any 
mishap should occur 

Of equal concern to house parties are those teenage functions held out- 
side a private residence such as junior and senior proms. The same 
guidelines can be utilized. It is advised that parents know where the fun- 
tion is to be held, who the student will be with, and what transportation ar- 
rangements have been made.

tops Class B 
at nationals

NEWTON Almost everyone dreams of being the best at 
something. We all know, though, that dreams almost never come true 
Howe’ if you are Mitchell Nathanson, a 15 -old sophomore at 
Newton North High School, not only are you the best at something, you 
are the U.S. National Champion 

During the Memorial Day Weekend at the U.S. Open National Ra- 
quetball Championships in Houston, the son of Nate and Roberta 

Nathanson of Centre Street in Newton Highlands won the Men’s Class 

“B" tournament championship, beating some of the best players in the 
country to earn the national title. 

The Men’s “B's” is the second highest division in tournament play, 
second only to the men’s ‘‘Open” division. 

This was the most competitive national tournament ev 
cording to Luke St. Onge, tournament director and Executive Director 
of the American Amatuer Raquetball Association, (AARA), which 
sanctions all major raquetball tournaments. ‘We had over 750 total en 
tries in 24 divisions, including men’s and women’s wheelchair divisions 
(highlights on ESPN). There were over 190 entries in the B’s, including 
many open players who quualified and chose to play in both divisions, 
making the compettition in the B’s very, very, tough.’’ St. Onge also 
noted that only one player younger than Mitch was entered in the tour 
nament 

Mitchell's climb to the top was not easy. The hard hitting southpaw 
posted victories in five rounds of the preliminary matches to qualify 
for the semi-finals. In national competition, each match is a best two- 
out-of-three game series. The first two games are played to 21 points, 
and the third game, if neccesary, called the “tie breaker”, is a game to 
11. His third round opponent, Kevin Quarantello from New Jersey, took 
Mitch to the tie-breaker, Down 8-10, Mitch survived match point by 
returning a tough s with as tacular return for a winner off the 
front wall. That shot seemed to spark Mitch’s comeback, and he won 
the tie-breaker, 11-10, to advance. 

In the semi-finals, Mitch beat Chris Buckner, a Florida champion, 
21-10, 15 11-0 to advance to the finals on Monday (Memorial Day) 
morning. After losing the first game of the finals, 8-21, to Peter Wong, 
(a member of the seven-time national collegiate champion Memphis 
State team), Mitch roared back, scoring 11 straight points to turn a 10- 
17 deficit into a second game victory, 21-17, forcing the match to go the 
tie-breaker. Mitch jumped out to a quick 8-0 lead, and won the tie- 
breaker in convincing fashion, 11-6, to win the national title. 

According to St. Onge, Mitch is the youngest national Men's B cham- 
pion ever. 

Upon his arrival at Logan Airport, Mitchell’s current sponsor, Nick 
Maggio of Winthrop, also a well respected raquetball player, said he 
“couldn’t believe” that Mitch had won the tournament. “I've watched 
Mitchell progress over the last few months but never thought he would 
be able to do so well in such a short time. We are very proud that he did 
so well, representing Massachusetts as a true champion.” Maggio was 
referring to the fact that Mitchell has been playing raquetball for only 
three years. But the proudest person at the airport was Mitchell’s dad 
who said he ‘‘knew all along” that Mitchell had what it would take to 
win. ‘‘He is a tough competitor and when he sets his mind on his game 
he can be unbeatable.” 

When asked what he thought was the single most important factor 

which led to his natioanl title, Mitch said, ‘‘Mr. Swain. If he had not 
been there to give me so much needed, expert advice at crucial points 
along the way, there would have been no title.” Bob Swain is the father 
of the current State and Regional Men’s open and junior champion 
ar junior at Braintree High. 
‘s next competition will be at the Junior National Champion- 
ships at Fishkill, New York, June 25-29. There, the best junior players 
in the country (18 years old and under) will compete for the junior na- 
tional title. Mitch will have his hands full, though, because some of the 
best players in the country are juniors, including his good friend, Cliff 
Swain. In addition to Nathanson and Swain, the Junior Nationals will 
feature, such top talent as Ray Navarro from El Paso, Texas, and An- 
dy Roberts from Memphis Tennesee, any of whom could earn the na- 
tional junior title. The winner of the junior national tournament will 
also earn a spot on the U.S, National Team which competes interna- 
tionally. 

It has been a long season for the Nathansons, and during the summer 
Mitch plans to take a break from his rigorous raquetball schedule and 
concentrate his efforts on playing baseball with the Abruzzi club of the 
Newton International League. And, at least for a while, Mitchell and 
his family can relax, savor the victory, the national title and know that 
sometimes dreams can come true.

Randolph took the lead for good 
in the top of the first inning. Leadoff 
batter Chris Norton (3 for 6) singled 
up the middle on an 0-2 delivery, 
setting the tone of the entire day. 
Norton advanced to second, and 
then third, on two wild pitches. 
Matt Fallon drew a walk. Chuck 
Goldman singled in Norton with 
what proved to be the game winn- 
ing run.

Mazzio directs Carroll Center training

That’s how Paula Mazzio, a long- 
time resident of Needham, describ- 
ed her recently completed first 
year as supervisor of the residen- 
tial rehabilitation training program 
at the Carroll Center for the Blind 
in Newton. 

Mazzio began work at the Carroll 
Center in 1978 as an intake worker 
and rehabilitative counselor. 
Although the Carroll Center is well- 
known nationally as a pioneering 
agency in training the blind for ac- 
tive main-stream lives, like many 
area residents she was not directly 
familiar with blindness. 

“The first blind people I met 
were right here at the Carroll 
Center,’’ she recalled. I felt 
awkward at first, but I soon 
discovered that blind people are 


people first.’ 

A 1978 graduate of Boston Univer- 
sity with an ME.d in Counseling 
Psychology, Mazzio worked at the 
Carroll Center for four years inter- 
viewing potential blind clients in 
their homes, counseling blind 
residents in the program and con- 
ducting speaking engagements on 
diabetes, a leading cause of new 
blindness. During that time she 
developed a fuller appreciation for 
the devastating impact of blindness 
on people’s lives. 

“People come here bitter, skep- 
tical and depressed,’’ she said. 
“Blindness is much more than 
simply the loss of vision. It is often 
the loss of one’s job, one’s privacy, 
one’s dignity and one's in- 
dependence.” 

Since June 1982, she has overseen 
the Carroll Center’s residential 
rehabilitation training program 
where blind people from all over

NEWTON: What happens if a stu 
dent is caught with an ounce of 
marijuana at Newton North High 
School? Will school officials call the 
police if a student at Newton South 
High School is caught drinking a 

beer behind the school? 

When do the police get involv 
ed?" asked School Committee 
member Leonard Gentile during 
Monday night’s School Committee 
meeting 


Gentile suggested that a policy 
outlining disciplinary procedures 
be drawn up to insure consistency 
of disciplinary measures. 

School Superintendent John 
Strand tempered his approval with 
a word of caution. “It lends some 
authority to the principal if there is 
a general policy, but not so 
specific’’ that it precludes a prin 
cipal exercising his own judge: 
ment 

There’s so much judgement in- 
volved in individual cases, but 


there’s room for a general state- 
ment,”’ said Strand. 

Principals are empowered to sus- 
pend students for up to five days; 
the School Committee can suspend 
a student for longer periods of time, 
or expel a student from school. 

School Committee member 
Susan Silbey said she thought it was 
a good idea to put a disciplinary 
policy on record 

“It seems just plain honest to 
make latent policies explicit,” she 
said, suggesting that perhaps 








students could be involved in draw- 
ing up the rules. 


Committee members agreed to 
work on the matter on their own, 
with the goal of formulating some 
kind of policy in the fall 


In other business, Superintendent

NEWTON — “The cumulative ef- 


fect of four years of balancing so | 


many roles: family, school, job and 
politics” has led Terry Morris, a 
ten-year veteran of the Board of 
Aldermen, to decide not to run for a 
sixth term. 


Morris just graduated from Suf- | 


folk Law School, where he has been 
studying nights for his law degree 
for the past four years. His job as 
deputy director of the 
Massachusetts Comission Against 
Discrimination continues to devour 
his days. His role as a father con- 
tinues to expand as his children ap- 
proach adolescence. 

Of the four hats he has been wear- 
ing for so long, that of an alderman 
is the only one he can shed, he 
decided after months of delibera- 
tion. 

As chairman of the Land Use 
Committee, Morris has become the 
city’s premier authority on land use 
theory, and he plans to continue to 
lend the city his expertise. He said 
Wednesday that he hopes, as a 
member of a task force made up of 
citizens and city officials, to deter- 
mine the course of future develop- 
ment in the city and to help for- 
mulate plans to best accomodate it. 


He said he is looking forward to 
studying land use questions away 
from the day-to-day pressure of 
reacting to citizens’ petitions. “You 
never get out from under the flood 
of petitions,’’ he said of working on 
the Land Use Committee. 

“T’'ve often been accused of being 
a frustrated city planner," he said. 
“With my limited time, I can now 
focus on the area where I can con- 
tribute the most." 

Asked if the recent turn toward 
confrontation on the Board of 
Aldermen had anything to do with 
his decision not to run, Morris com- 
mented that he shares the concern 
of some of the elder aldermen who 
say things used to be done different- 
ly. 

More than once, over the past 
several months, Morris has receiv- 
ed criticism from a couple of his 
colleagues on the floor of the board 
that bordered on personal abuse. 
He shook it off at the time, but now 
he says that the argumentative at- 
mosphere in the chambers ‘‘makes 
my decision not to run easier."" 


Morris emphasized that the 
temper of the board did not deter- 
mine his decision. In fact, he said 
that factor left him in a quandry 
regarding his decision, “In one 
sense, you say to yourself, ‘Who 
needs it?’ In another, you have to

s are settled when it’s a 
aver, but it varies from case 
to case,”’ he said. 

The city’s record in defending its 
property tax decision before the 
ATP is dismal. ‘We have not really 
won any case: Palmer said last 
week, 

Residents file with the ATB if 
they believe the city did not grant 
them a fair abatement, according 
to City Solicitor Funk. He did not 
have a count on how many the tax 
cases have been settled. 

“It’s gotten to the point where we 
have everything we can do just to 
keep pace with it,” said Funk, 


One member of the Revaluation 
Committee believes settling out of 
court quickly is the road to take. 

‘I feel if it’s to the benefit of a 
citizen and the city, then this is the 
road we should take,” said Alder- 
man Robert Tennant regarding the 
city’s policy to settle quickly. 

By settling quickly the city keeps 
court costs to a minimum, said 
Palmer. 

Once people know the city wants 
to save attorney's fees in favor of 
settling, then they will figure it is 
worth filing papers before the ATB, 
fears Bauckman. 

“Go to the ATB because you're 
going to get something,"’ Alderman 
Wendell Bauckman said will be the 
word around the city. 

Palmer said there are 1,178 cases 
pending before the ATB. Most are 
from the years 1977 to 1982, with 364 
cases from 1983. 

While a taxpayer's case is before 
the tax board, the resident has to 
pay only part of their disputed real 
estate tax, according to Palmer. 

“Most people feel their tax is 
reasonable, but at such time when 
people begin to file ‘just to get 
something,’ “‘we will go the full 
court route, said Palmer. 


“If the assessors deny it (the 
abatement) or don't act on it, peo- 
ple have the right to appeal to the 
ATB,”’ said Funk.

Officials differ over library safety

NEWTON CORNER — Library officials differ sharply 
with city administrators over the structural condition of the 
century-old main branch library in Newton Corner. 

“There are minor code violations, but to terminate all of 
our old buildings because they are old is wrong,” said Fire 
Chief Edward Reilly on Friday. The chief stressed the 
building’s condition is not a hazard, in response to a state- 
ment by Library Trustess calling it one. 

“The present building is a hazard for workers and users 
alike,"’ stated the Library Board of Trustess late last week, 

While the trustees have not asked the building be con- 
demned, they are seeking aldermanic support for a Proposi- 
tion 242 override referendum on November's ballot to ex- 
empt a $8 million bond issue from the constraint of the tax 
cap. 

The bond is needed to pay for a new library at the corner of 
Homer and Walnut Streets across from City Hall and the 
bond would add 35 to 40 cents to residents’ taxes, according 
to Library Trustee Michael Lipof. Newton's residential tax 
rate is $21.84 per thousand and Proposition 2‘z limits the 
rate to $25 

The estimated cost of construction of the new building is 
$10 million, according to trustees.

“I’m not at all surprised" about Moynihan as the choice, said Coletti, 
adding that he was skeptical at first.

County puzzle 


County government is always puzzling, 
but even more so these days when pseudo- 
reformers and the legislative architects 
are traveling in different directions. Try to 
figure out, if you can, how the present 
Board of County Commissioners can be 
striving to enlarge its scope of activity 
while the General Court is moving toward 
state absorption of more county functions. 

And where are the advisory boards, 
armed with budget control, in all of this? 

First the reason for that pseudo word, a 
regrettable choice because Thomas 
Larkin, the chief commission honcho, has 
been pursuing reform since elected. Yet 
he, through his executive assistant, Bill 
Gustis, has announced a_ sweeping 
reorganization that can only mean added 
costs. Here is a direct quote from a Lowell 
Sun news story relating to a commission 
meeting: 

“Efforts will be made to fit as many cur- 
rent employees as possible into the new 
structure and 200 new positions, 17 
janitorial and three administrative, will be 
created with that additional cost to the 
county, said Gustis.”’ 

At the same time, predictions are being 
made that the Legislature will take over 
all courthouses now under county direc- 
tion. Also, the Committee on Counties is 
considering a shift of the Probate and 
Deed Courts to the state. 

So why any kind of restructuring at this 
time? And, advisory boards, where are 
you? 











Spotlight on 
gang rape cases 


Dedham court and the Holbrook gang 
rape trial have been the focus of national 
attention this week. 

After a final burst of publicity over the 
verdict, the case will fade. 

The spotlight will swing to the “‘Big 
Dan’s”’ tavern gang-rape case in New Bed- 
ford. 

Still more gang-rape cases are waiting 
in the wings after that one. Each will have 
its day in court. 

Finally, after all the verdicts come 
down, larger questions will remain: 

Why has the state had the sudden spate 
of these cases? 

Is it an age-old horror just coming to 
light, or a new perversion? 

Do common threads weave through the 
cases? 

Has publicity on one case triggered 
others? 

Can government, medicine, the police or 
the rest of us do anything to stop the seem- 
ing trend? 

Of course, these are not questions for 
judges and juries, who must stick to the 
facts of particular cases. 

But they are questions crying out to all 
of us for answers. 

Perhaps the gang-rape trials will render 
up some kernels of knowledge that will 
make the gang-rape headline a thing of the 
past. 

We can only hope so.

ome quarters would have us believe that 

the now-famed “coalition” that helped 

trigger Michael S. Dukakis’ return to the 
governorship last fall was something infamous or 
shady, or is now falling apart at the seams. Not 
true, 

Based upon his first half-year in office, Mike 
Dukakis has shown he is deeply concerned not on 
ly with maintaining but expanding his coalition 
More importantly, at first blush, it appears the 
second-term chief executive also is concerned as 
deeply with good government. He has shown that 
what is politically astute also makes good public 
relations and good policy 














Governor Dukakis, and this is surprising to 
many, is making major policy decisions not only 
with regard to their policy implications but also 
with serious consideration as to their impact 
upon his coalition. More than anything else, 
maybe, this reflects the ‘‘new’’ Dukakis vis a vis 
the “old Dukakis.” 


In the process, certainly, questions are raised 
as to the political morality of the process. The 
final test, of course, is whether maintenance and 
“stroking” of the coalition can be consistent with 
good public policy 


Nowhere was the potential conflict pointed up 
more markedly than with the collective bargain- 
ing agreement reached with the largest union of 
public employees, the Alliance. The eminently 
satisfactory results for all concerned led to sug- 
gestions of favoritism for a past supporter, the 
Service Employees International Union (SEIU) 
and a past political enemy, the American 
Federation of State, County, and Municipal

past opponent. In this case it would seem that 
good politics and good government blended in an 
agreement that was fair and reasonable to both 
the Commonwealth and public workers. 

Would anyone suggest seriously that the pro- 
tracted and divisive warfare that erupted bet- 
ween the governor and public employees in the 









first Dukakis administration provides a better 
alternative? Without boring the reader with 
figures, the agreement, while still below the 
average and annual rate of inflation, gave salary 
hikes that allow state employees to try to keep 
pace with the anticipated increase in the cost of 
living, while also being a fair settlement for the 
state. 

An integral part of the Dukakis coalition in the 
election was the state’s minorities: their support 
was overwhelming. This was not surprising, 
given former Governor King’s almost total lack 
of concern in this area , again not so surpris- 
ing, Dukakis has emphasized affirmative action 
once again in all state hiring including appoint 
ments to his personal staff. 












As for Human services, the record there too is 
clear - he’s confronted the problems of the 
homeless, and budgetary proposals offer a 
clothing allowance for welfare recipients and 
cost-of-living hikes for mental health and social 
service providers. 

With his proposed local aid package and its 
distribution formula, Dukakis will help the 
state's municipalities most in need - something 
hailed by many of the mayors and elected 
representatives of the cities and towns, who, 
almost to a man, were with King in the last 
election. Doing this, and by directing local aid 
funds through the Chapter 70 schools assistance 
formula, the governor has firmed up the backing 
of the Massachusetts Teachers Association. 

Sure, there are areas where the governor has 
stumbled, and misread public opinion. But, for 
the most part, Mike Dukakis is off to a good start 
as the first six months of his administration 
winds down.

troubled public schools, both major 


political parties apparently prefer to manipulate 
the issue for their own partisan advantage. 

A series of critical reports issued in recent 
months by prestigious commissions and commit- 
tees has focused public attention on the plight of 
the country’s schools, But for almost a decade the 
Democrats have, in effect, delegated to the Na- 
tional Education Association whatever respon- 
sibility they might have for enhancing the quality 
of education, 

In theory, the NEA is a professional organiza- 
tion representing 1.7 million teachers who care 
about their students and their schools as well as 
themselves, In practice, it has acquired all of the 
characteristics of a labor union dedicated to pro- 
moting the narrow concerns of its members 
even when those goals conflict with the broader 
public interest 

Moreover, the NEA has conducted a determin- 
ed campaign of dubious value to become ly 
politicized and to insinuate itself into the affairs 
of the Democratic Party 

At the Democrats’ two most recent presidential 
nominating conventions, the NEA marshaled 
what was arguably the largest but unques- 
tionably the best organized delegation represen- 
ting a single commitment to Jimmy Carter when 
he was ing the party’s 1976 presidential 
nomination, the NEA received as its reward the 
creation of the federal Department of Education, 

Not satisfied with the wholly unwarranted ex- 
pansion of the Washington bureaucracy, the NEA 
has again become intimately involved in 
Democratic politics and is leaning toward en- 
dorsing former Vice President Walter F, Mon 
dale as the party's 1984 presidential candidate. 

If Mondale is nominated and wins next year's

abolition of the Department of Education, 

With a national consensus rapidly forming 
around the need for a major effort to substantial- 
ly upgrade the educational system, Reagan sud- 
denly has developed an expanded interest in the 
subject and is scurrying about making speeches 
on the subject in Tennessee, Minnesota and New 
Mexico. 

The centerpiece of the president's program is a 
call for merit pay scales which would reward the 
most talented teachers — a position which his 
senior aides candidly acknowledge was embrac- 
sely because it is stridently opposed by 
A and its allies in the Democratic Party 

(Like most other large organizations, the NEA 
apparently believes it has an obligation to protect 
even its most mediocre members — and they ob- 
viously would not be the beneficiaries of a merit 
pay system, ) 

Reagan also has been dishonest about his 
handling of the federal education budget. “The 
truth of the matter is we haven't cut any 
budgets,'’ he claimed recently in Hopkins, Minn.

Property tax exemptions 


City leads the way in hardship cases

NEWTON — The city has taken a 
pioneering role in attempting to 
establish specific criteria for judg- 
ing the worth of applications for 
hardship exemptions from proper- 
ty taxes.

Chief Assessor Robert Palmer 
and John Rogers, president of the 
taxpayers group Save Our Homes 
II (SOH II), have been discussing 
the lack of set guidelines for gran- 
ting exemptions since last 
December, according to Rogers 
They had a special meeting with 
alderman Paul Coletti, chairman of 
the Revaluation Committee, more 
than a month ago to discuss the 
possibility of setting up an indepen- 
dent board that would pass on 
recommendations to the assessors 
in hardship case 

They have considered asking the 
Board of Aldermen and the mayor 
to petition the state legislature for 
Home Rule legislation which would 
allow for special advisory commit-

tees to be set up throughout the 
state to pass judgement on hard- 
ship exemptions. 

Rogers said he would hope the 
Newton advisory committee would 
serve as a prototype when the 
Home Rule petition is finally sub- 
mittee to the state legislature. 

Under the existing statutes, the 
assessors of each municipality are 
the sole judges in hardship cases. 
Rogers contends, and he has 
presented the documents to prove 
it, that assessors are not always 
prepared to pass judgement on 
hardship exemptions. 

The head of SOH I, after con- 
siderable digging, has produced 
legal records which suggest some 
municipalities have granted or 
denied hardship applications 
“‘whimsically.’’ Assessors have 
varied their exemptions from zero 
to 100-percent of the property tax 
bill, changing their judgement 
from year to year without any 
change in an applicant’s financial 
picture, according to Rogers’ 
research. 

He emphasized that his efforts 
were not spurred by any such 
capriciousness on the part of the 
Newton Board of Assessors. ‘I've 
said, several times, that I don’t con- 
sider this a problem in Newton. No 














one has been treated unfairly. 
city of 22,000 homeowners who pay 
taxes, 350 applications for hardship 
exemptions are not very many,” 
Rogers commented Friday 

He added that his proposal to 
form an advisory committee, which 
would be made up of professionals 
trained in the social sciences, 
“seems like a reasonable thing to 
do. I don’t see why Newton

Palmer said, last month, that all 
but a handful of the applications for 
Clause 18 exemptions have been ap- 
proved.

Continental Cablevision, which 
operates in Newton, is on the watch 
for theft of its cable service and will 
prosecute under the present law as 
well as the new, tougher state law 
when it takes effect in August, 
District Manager Jeffrey B, Carroll 
announced recently 

Tampering with equipment or 
an illegal hook-up to the cable 
system will not be tolerated,” 
roll said. “It’s a crime and we will 
treat it accordingly.” 





Communities effected by the in- 
itiative are Newton, Beverly, 
Needham, Reading, Saugus, 
Watertown, Wellesley, and Win- 
chester 





The present law, which is on a 
Sticker attached to each 
subscriber's cable converter, 
states that ‘‘any unauthorized per- 
son who attaches a wire cable or 
any other device to any wire, cable, 
or any part of the transmitting 
units’ will be punished “by a fine of 
not more than $1,000, or by im- 
prisonment in state prison for not 
more than five years, or in jail or 
house of correction for not more 
than 2‘ years," or both 

Under the law, Continental 
brec ently has successfully pro- 


secuted in Watertown and is pursu 
ing a case in Winchester. “Both the 
Watertown and Winchester police 
departments have been very 
cooperative and Continental ap- 
preciates their efforts,’ Carroll 
noted 

On May 25, a Watertown resident 
was found guilty of theft of service 
in Waltham District Court and fin- 
ed $500. Continental Chief Techni- 
cian Frank Beauchner noticed the 
illegal hook-up from the street, and 
with police, traced it to the resi- 
dent's home. 

The new law, effective Aug. 16, 
makes it a crime to obtain cable 
television by falso representation, 
false statement, or strategem by in 
stalling or tampering with facilities 
or equipment, or by any other 
means. This is aimed at the in- 
dividual who illegally hooks-up or 
steals pay services and ca 5 
penalties of $100, 30 c , or both. 

In addition, it's a crime to make, 
sell, or possess any instrument, 
equipment, apparatus, or device 
used or designed to fraudulently ob- 
tain cable television service. This is 
geared toward vendors of pirate 
boxes, and manufacutrers of the 
, and carries a stiffer penalty 
,000, 12 months or both

CAMBRIDGE The Middlesex 
County Commissioners expect to have a 
letter of recommendation ready this 
week to give to County Treasurer Rocco 
J. Antonelli for possible use in his up- 
coming criminal trial on a conflict of in- 
terest charge. 

Antonelli, accused of misusing $1.1 
million in county funds and county 
retirement monies, is scheduled for 
trial in Middlesex Superior Court in ear- 
ly July. Antonelli was indicted on the 
misdemeanor aspect of the conflict of 
interest statute last fall for allegedly us- 
ing his official capacity to secure a $1.95 
million refinancing package for a 






Somerville real estate development pro- 
ject in which he had a strong interest 

The county funds were deposited in 
non-interest bearing accounts with the 
Coolidge Bank. 

Antonelli recently failed in his bid to 
have a judge dismiss the indictment 
against him on the grounds of extensive 
pre-trial publicity and other grounds. 

On Friday, County Commision Chair- 
man Thomas Larkin said Antonelli has 
performed his work as county treasurer 
in a ‘professional manner’ since 
Larkin became a commissioner. An- 
tonelli’s alleged illegal activity pre- 
dated Larkin’s term in office, however. 

Larkin said he will propose that he 
and commissioners Bill Schmidt and 













Michael McLaughlin draft their own let- 
ters of recommendation for Antonelli 
Larkin noted Antonelli’s office earned 
about $1 million in interest for the coun- 
ty last year. 


A bid last week by McLaughlin to get 
a similar letter approved by the com- 
mission was withdrawn after Schmidt 
indicated he could only make recom- 
mendations on Antonelli’s performance 
as of January, 1983, when Schmidt took 
office.

Worker favored in $1.3 million negligence case

CAMBRIDGE — A Middlesex jury 
last week awarded a $1.3 million judge- 
ment against a Wayland company anda 
Pennsylvania firm for negligence in the 
case of a West Newton man who was 
severly injured when he fell from a scaf- 
fold at a Bedford work site 

The incident occurred September 26, 
1978. 

According to testimony in the civil 
trial, Domenic Corsetti, 39, fell through 






a scaffolding manufactured by Deal 
Products Co. of Pennsylvania. The inci- 
dent happened while Corsetti was laying 
bricks on an outside wall of an elevator 
shaft at the Computor Vision firm in 
Bedford. 

Corsetti, then a sub-contractor at the 
Stone Company of Wayland, suffered 
broken arms and serious back injuries 
when he fell through the scaffoilding 
and landed forty feet down. It was alleg- 
ed that the manufacturer of the scaf- 
folding was negligent because a side 
bracket let go, causing the fall and that 





the company failed to indicate on the 
scaffolding how old the structure was. 

The Stone Company also was found 
negligent. It was alleged that the firm 
violated occupatioanl standards 
because Corsetti was not wearing a 
safety line when he fell. 

Corsetti’s lawyer, Frederick N. 
Halstrom, told reporters it has not yet 
been determined what percentage of the 
judgement the Stone Company and Deal 
Products company will pay. Corsetti 
reprtedly has not worked at a job since 
the incident.

The discreet charm 
of homemade 
ice cream 





The handcrank has given way 
to the electric motor, but 
the result is still heavenly

Ice cream is that divine food that 
is enjoyed by all and positively wor- 


shipped by most. Homemade ice 
cream is so superior to store- 
bought that it’s absolutely ad 


dicting. 

Electric ice cream churners have 
replaced the old cranks so there’s 
no longer any excuse not to make 
your own. The electric models, 
available at low prices, $18-20 on 
sale, make for easy preparation 
though perfectionists still insist on 
hand churning. 

When I was a child, making ice 
cream was a day long event that oc- 
cupied the entire neighborhood 

All the kids on the block would 
take turns churning the sweet nec- 
tar for hours. The end was always 
worth the work though for the 
sweetest creamiest concoction 
ever. 

Back in my mother’s childhood, 
ice cream making was even more 
of an event since the ice had to be 
ordered specially from the ice man. 

No wonder that ice cream parlors 
featuring homemade goodies are so 
popular. There is just no com- 
parison between homemade and 
freezer packed. 

You need ice, salt (1 box full) and 
water to fill the space between the 
cream can and the ice bucket. The 
icy salt water mixture is what 
lowers the temperature of cream 
mixture to its freezing point 

Layer the freezing mixture; 1 cup 
of water, a layer of ice cubes one 
cube deep and about 6 tablespoons 
of salt. Continue building the 




















ice/salt layers until the bucket i 
full 

Sprinkle on any remaining salt 
and slowly pour another cup of 


water evenly over the top layer 

For a coarser texture, add more 
salt and process the cream faster 
For a finer texture use less salt and 
process the cream slower 

You should fill the ice cream can 
with the ingredients before starting 
the freezing mixture process. 

The cream ingredients level 
should be below the fill line in the 
container to leave room for expan- 
sion 

With an electric churner, the job 
should take anywhere between 20 
and 50 minutes, depending on 
temperature of ingredients and 
desired texture 

To ripen or harden the mixture, 
stir the ingredients with a wooden 
spoon and pack down to eliminate 
air pockets. 

Place a piece of plastic or waxed 
paper over the mouth of the cream 
can and snap on lid — or spoon the 
mixture into a plastic bow] and 
snap on lid. Put it in freezer for 1 to 
2 hours. 

For fruit ice cream, you need a 
basic vanilla ice cream recipe to 
which you add either frozen or 
fresh fruit. I prefer fresh fruit. 

Slice 1 to 2 cups of ripe fruit into 
bite-sized pieces. In a small bowl, 
combine half of the sugar called for 
in the basic ice cream recipe and 
mix with fruit. Cover and allow to 
sit for 24 hours in the refrigerator. 
Then you'll have the flavored 
syrup. 

Set aside some fruit to add as

whole pieces and puree the rest ina 
blender. Add the pureed fruit and 
syrup to the basic cream mixture 
just before processing. Mix in the 
reserved pieces by hand after pro- 
cessing and before hardening. 

If using frozen fruit, let thaw and 
add to cream mixture before pro- 
cessing. 

One of the best things about ice 
cream is the variety of things that 
can go on top. Any number of items 
around the house can top off ice 
cream to make a more elegant 











dessert. Flavored liqueurs, chop- 


ped nuts, crushed macaroons, 
shredded coconut, and shaved 
chocolate all are tasty on ice 
cream. 


The following are some favorite 
ice cream recipes as well as the 
sweetest and easiest chocolate 
sauce recipe I’ve ever found. 





Vanilla lce Cream 
2 cups heavy cream 
2 cups light cream 


1 cup sugar 
11/2 pure vanilla extract 
1/8 teasp. salt 


Pour cream directly into cream 
can. Add sugar, vanilla and salt. 
Stir with wooden spoon until sugar 
dissolves. Then process. 





Chocolate sauce 
4 squares unsweentened 
chocolate 
1 cup sugar

phone was where she spent 
much of the eight years she was 
married to Mike Torrez, waiting 
for him to call. As she tucks her 
legs under her, she is saying ina 
faint French accent, “I don't 
blame Mike. There were too 
many pressures that came bet- 
ween us to blame him. 

We had too many easy-way 
outs, too many friends, too much 
freedom, too much money at 
once, too Many opportunists, too 
much flattery, too much 
hypocrisy, too many gifts, too, 
too, too." 

Danielle YTorrez has col- 
laborated on a just-published 
book, “High Inside,” the story of 
life with her ex-husband, who 
now pitches for the New York 
Mets. She wrote the book for all

baseball wives, women whose 
voices are muffled by the roar of 
the crowd 

"I wrote the book for women 
who suppress every self- 
interest, ambition, desire and 
dream for the sake of the ball 
club, and who are bribed into 
silence,”’ she said. 

Danielle Torrez liked the idea 
of being a baseball wife but 
didn't like revolving her life 
around Mike Torrez, She didn’t 
like sitting by the telephone 
while he was away on road trips, 
or the 200 days a year she was 
alone, rooting for him long- 
distance. For the eight years 
they were married, she put him 
first, but rumors of his infidelity 
were the last straw. She grew up 
believing she was pretty and 








special and infidelity didn’t fit 
in. 

Last year, she divorced Mike 
Torrez because, ‘‘Life had 
become suicide. Common sense 
told me I had to. I have a lot 
more to celebrate than to 
mourn." 

Danielle Torrez is now on her 
own for the first time. After the 
separation, she bought a French 
chateau-style house in Westwood 
for $237,500, where she lives with 
her six-year-old son, Iannick, 

“I was scared out of my 
mind,’’ she said. “If I was 
prepared to be on my own, I pro- 
bably would have managed 
much better, Until I bought the 
house, I never had paid a phone 
bill.”’ 

Her life had been insulated, 
and baseball was the safety net. 

‘Baseball made things 
automatically easy,'’ she said. 
“You have that name, Mrs. 
Whoever. Things fall from the 
sky for you, 

“It doesn't work that way 
anymore, I have to rely on 
myself. But when you do and are 
accepted for yourself, it's 
great,” 

Danielle Torrez was seduced 
by baseball and now wants peo- 
ple to know what she learned the 
hard way. ‘Baseball is a prison 
It is a huge golden cage where 
you cannot feel anything real,” 

She also learned the hard way 
that being the wife of a baseball 
player wasn't always 
glamorous, 

“When I got married, I gave 
up my career, changed my name 
and my country. I went from an 
active, ambitious young woman 
to a lonely woman without a pur- 
pose. My body reflected the new 
me. I cut my hair, dyed it brown 
and gained 40 pounds. I became 
depressed, deprived and lonely 
From April to October is a lot of 
lonely hours."’ 

She was born an only child 
on April 2, 1953 to Jean and 
Lucille Gagnon, a Montreal bus 
driver and part-time waitress, 
whom she said smothered her 
with love. At 13, she began 
modeling and became a teen 
fashion queen. She was a televi- 
sion star and one of the squares 
in the French version of 
Hollywood Squares, when she 
met Mike Torrez at Harlow’s, a 
chic Montreal disco, when she 
was 19

She was a personality before 
she was entirely a person. He 
was a pitcher for the Montreal 
Expos. They both loved the 
spotlight. It made sense they 
would find each other. 

Two years later, on Oct, 26, 
1974, Danielle Annette Gagnon 
and Michael Augustine Torrez 
were married at St. Joachim 
Church in Montreal, After a 
prime roast beef dinner and a 
trip to Acapulco, they moved in- 
to a luxurious high-rise apart- 
ment, prepared to live happily 
ever after, Three weeks later, 
Torrez was traded to the 
Baltimore Orioles, then to the 
Oakland A's and the New York 
Yankees. Then came a child, 
dashed expectations, the move 
to Boston, emotional 
withdrawal, rumors of infidelity, 
suspicions, insults, doubts. On 
Oct. 26, 1982, their eighth wed- 
ding anniversary, Mike and 
Danielle Torrez were divorced in 
Dedham Probate Court. 








Danielle Torrez is turning the 
pages of her wedding album, 
looking into the face of the man 
she married, a man whom she is 
saying is not the man she divore- 
ed. 

“See this man?” 
smoothing her hand over the 
photograph, “I didn’t divorce 
him, The man ! divorced was not 
this man,” 


she says, 


Of every human relationship 
she ever had, she most values 
her relationship with Mike 
Their marriage had been the 
best and worst parts of her life, 

The greatest highs of my life 
were with Mike,” she said. “It 
also was the most painful." 

On April 8, 1977, she had a son 
Complications developed and 
she lapsed into a coma, While a 
priest gave her last rites in Mon- 
treal, Torrez shut out the 
Chicago White Sox in Oakland 

In the fifth inning, the 
scoreboard lit up. 'Congratula- 
tions to Mike and Danielle Tor- 
rez on the birth of their son.” It 
was how he learned he had 
become a father 

For 17 months after the birth, 
Danielle was sick. She was in a 
coma and given last rites 
several limes. She later miscar- 
ried three children. It put a terri- 
ble strain on the marriage. Tor- 
rez wanted a big family 


“God, I never thought I would 
(divorce him.) I never thought I 
could do it,” she said. 

“But the fear of leaving my 
husband and the easy life was 
being outweighed by this terrific 
fear that Mike was becoming so- 
meone I didn’t know anymore. 
Our values and goals were slipp- 
ing away and I could see it com- 
ing.” 

In May 1980, her lawyer sent 
Torrez a telegram. It said she 
wanted a divorce. 

‘Mike called and said, ‘What's 
the joke?’ I said, ‘It’s not a joke,’ 
When she convinced him, she 
said, he broke into a rage, Then, 
he cried. 

“T never knew if he were cry- 
ing because he was losing me or 
because it would mean possible 
financial disaster. I'd always 
wondered about that, I still do, 
but now I figure," she said, lean- 
ing forward and pointing a long 
finger, ‘that it was 70 percent he 
was crying for me and 30 percent 
over the money. 

“T never asked him 
want to know."

She still reads the sports pages 
and watches baseball on televi- 
sion but ‘‘the easy life’ and Mike 
Torrez are now part of the past.

Trapilo Jr., a 36- r-old 
engineer whom she met through 
friends, and she is working on a 
second book, ‘‘Illusions,’’ based 
on illusions in the fashion in- 
dustry, 

She moves into a triangle of 
light cast through the open door 
and leans against the door 
frame. Life with Mike Torrez, 
she says, made her feel a little 
like Alice in Wonderland 

“I would like to compare notes 
with Alice in Wonderland. In 
ways, I was the Alice in 
Wonderland, 

‘She experienced the un- 
natural, The characters in her 
dreams were magical. She met 
the good, the bad, the comic and 
the tragic, and she went through 
fantastic changes. I don’t think 
anyone but Alice could carry 
that in her heart 

Too bad Alice wasn’t real.”

More than a million Americans are watching free 
able television, depriving the nation’s cable industry 


yf hundreds of millions of dollars in potential 
venues. 
They are known as cable pirates: people who, 


through either their own skills or those of others out for 
have their sets illegally hooked into the cables 
utside their apartment doors or on the telephone 
poles outside their homes 

What legitimate viewers pay an average of $17 a 
month to see, an estimated 1.6 million cable pirates 
are receiving free: Home Box Office, Showtime, 
Prism, Cinemax and other premier entertainment 
channels 

it is the largest problem now confronting the na- 
billion a year cable industry, which says the 
500-odd systems now in operation nationwide are los- 
ing more than $220 million in potential revenues an- 
nually through pirating 

The loss of those revenues also deprives states and 
municipalities of millions of dollars in franchise taxes 
and, industry officials say, forces cable systems to 
raise rates of legitimate customers 

“Tt's the same as shoplifting,” said Ed Dooley, vice 
president of public affairs for the National Cable 
Television Association 

“It's a big, big problem,’ said Stanley Singer, ex- 
eciitive director of the Pennsylvania Cable Television 
Association. ‘It’s just like sneaking out of a hotel and 
iown the back stairs without paying your bill.”’

“The primary theft involves a homeowner or so- 
meone he hires who gets a ladder, climbs a utility pole, 
taps into the cable company’s coaxial wires and runs 
an illegal line into the house,’’ said Hank Boerner, a 
spokesman for the Long Island Cable Television Coun- 
cil, which was formed specifically to fight cable theft 

The line then is connected to a converter, which is 
wired into the television and allows the viewer to 
select channels 

“Another ploy is to buy the service for one set and 
then purchase converters for more sets in the house,”’ 
said Boerner.

Those who decide to pirate cable services can obtain 
converters from legitimate electronic stores in states 
where s. re permitted, from mail order houses, or 
on the “black market’’ from cable company or con- 
verter manufacturer employees. 

Pat Dillon, products manager for the Jerrold Elec- 
tonics Division of General Instruments Corp., of Hat- 
boro, Pa., the largest manufacturer of converters, 
said a ‘‘sizeable’’ shipment of devices was recently 
stolen from an export firm in Miami, Fla 

One of the devices was later recovered in New York 
City

The problem, Dillon said, has led Jerrold to step up its 
own internal security and inventory systems.

According to the officials, some 2,700 resiaents of 
northeastern Pennsylvania had been enjoying free 
cable television services for the past five years 

Charged with masterminding the scheme was Frank 
Cardamone, of Taylor, Pa., year-old electronics 
whiz who dubbed himself the ‘HBO Kid," a sobriquet 
he brashly displayed on his calling cards and the 
license plate of his sports car. 

Officials said for a fee of $50 to $125, Cardamone and 
members of an alleged ring of pirates he headed pro 
vided residents with illegal, homemade converters 
and hooked them into their local cables 

Authorities said the ring members even made ser- 
vice calls. 

Cardamone was charged with personally hooking up 
some 1,140 of the more than 2,700 illegal connections 
made by the gang in the Scranton-Wilkes Barre area 

The cost in lost revenues to five cable companies 
was estimated at $250,000 a year.

NEWTON — Jonas Mascartolo of Newton came into this world with 
a handicap, but he was also born with the spirit to overcome it 





The 18-year old graduating senior of Newton North High School 
believes it’s better to enjoy and appreciate life. He has used sports, 
particularly tennis, as a vehicle of enjoyment and escape. 


Jonas was born with severe scoliosis. His spine was curved and a 
special operation was needed to correct the problem. At the age of 10, 
Jonas spent three weeks in the hospital for an operation in which a 
metallic rod was clipped to both ends of his spine to straighten it 


The operation was a success, but it also has limited Jonas’ growth. 
After the three-week stay in the hospital, Jonas was forced to spend six 
months in a body cast. He came out of the ordeal with a positive at- 
titude and the willingness to adjust 


“T was a little down after the operation,"’ said Jonas, who was a co- 
captain for the Newton North boys’ tennis team. “But my famil dd 
friends picked me up. They wouldn’t allow me to feel sorry for myself. 
lowe a lot to them,” 








A love for sports has helped Jonas stay active and keep in shape. He 
has played hockey, little league baseball, lifted weights and in the 
eighth grade he picked up a tennis racquet. Things haven't been the 
same for him since 






I love sports,” said Jonas, who still has a scar running the length of 
his back to serve as a reminder of the operation. ‘But, tennis is without 
a doubt my favorite, It allows me to meet new people and make new 
friends. Being a part of the Newton North tennis team for three years 
gave me a feeling of belonging. I think one of greatest feelings in the 
world is being a member of a team."’ 


A student of the game, Jonas plays tennis year round. In the winter, 
he plays twice a week on indoor courts. In the summer, however, he 
can be found smacking tennis balls on the Newton North tennis courts 
with just about anybody willing to smack them back. 


“Tennis and sports in general give me something to do,"’ continued 
Jonas. “‘It allows me to set up a day-to-day routine and it gives me 
something to look forward to and plan for, 





‘I'm not a super intense competitor,” said Jonas. “I do love to play 
singles matches because it’s one-on-one.” 


For the Tigers this past season, Jonas played doubles with fellow 
senior Jim Berrigan. The duo was unbeaten in nine matches this 
season. Jonas’ favorite match was tight win over a North Quincy team.

He has benched 186 pounds and regularly does curls of 70 
pounds. He must be careful when lifting because of his back 


‘There are just certain exercises I have to be careful on,” said 
Jonas. “I've done a lot of lifting and I feel I know what I'm doing. I like 
to help other people, who may just be starting. You have to start out 
with lighter weights, If you try to lift to much too soon you could pulla 
muscle.” 


At the present time, Jonas is in the midst of a change all graduating 
high school seniors must go through. He plans on attending Tulane 
University in the fall where he'll major in liberal arts with a goal for 
pre-law 


And this coming Wednesday, Jonas will travel to Hyannis on Cape 
Cod to start a summer job at Burger King

He ex- 
plained that energy efficiency is the 
key to proper running form and

“We frequently saw people sw- 
inging their arms across their 
bodi @ vie rotation and 
needle: is problem was 
especially prevalent among women 
runners who generally had had less 
coaching than the men we analyz- 
ed,’’ McGregor added. 



















“The solution to that problem is 
quite simple actually,” said Wilson. 
“Drop the arm traight down to 
their resting position. Cock the 
forearm so that it’s at about a 90- 








brushing the tops of your running 
shorts with your fingertips. Keep 
your shoulders loose and have your 
arms swing forward - not from the 
lower part of the arm but from the 
shoulder - in a straight line. 








“Another very common problem 
we discovered was forward lea 
with the top half of the body, 
McGregor said. “Forward lean 
changes the runne’ center of 
gravity which causes increased 
work effort and fatigue. 












“A majority of the people we saw 
needed to develop their quadriceps 
- thigh - muscles. Since they didn’t 
lift their knees much, they 
developed very strong hamstrings 
in the back of their legs, but had 





knee injuries. Simply by running 
hills occasionally, doing leg lifts 
while lying flat on the floor or 
riding a stationary bike with a high 
resistance, they can help minimize 
the risk of injury. 

‘In addition to analysis, we also 
watched people warming up and 
stretching,” said McGregor, “and 
it amazed me to see how many peo- 
ple made the mistake of bouncing 
while they stretched. Bouncing can 
overstress muscle fibers and cause 
muscle tears 

“One final note,’’ McGregor said, 
“that both John and I stressed to 
the runners we analyzed: running 
should be fun even on a competitive 
level. If you're hurt, it’s never go- 
ing to be much fun. Staying healthy

George Sawaya was a true believer, He

At the age of 20, George returned to the 
United States to work in Detroit for three 
years and finally settled in Boston for the 
rest of his life

ud of being an American while holding his 
native country, the Republic of Lebanon, in 
high esteem and deep love. He became an 
active member and past chairman of the 
World Cultural Lebanese Union in the 
Greater Boston Chapter. 

He had two sons, Russel and Louis, and 
two grandchildren, Roseann and Anthony 
His wife Yvonne took care of him to the 
very end and he used to call her “‘the angel 
of my life.”” 

As he was faithful to his country and his 
family, George was also a model of love 
and dedication to his Melkite Catholic 
Church, For approximately 60 years, he 
served as a cantor in the liturgical prayers 
at Our Lady of the Annunciation, Roslin- 
dale. This church became his lifetime 
parish church. 

Throughout the years, George served in 
different organizations and committees of 
the parish: as chairman of the Parish 
Council and of the Senior Citizens Commit- 
tee; as president of the Men's Society and 
of the Melkite Organization; as co-

Thanks to his love for his Melkite 


Catholic Church and the Roman Catholic 
Church and serving both with full dedica 
tion, George enjoyed the appreciation, the 
friendship and the love of the late 
Patriarch and Cardinal, Maximos IV 
Saigh, the late Cardinal Cushing, the late 
Archbishops John Bassoul and Justin Na- 
jmy, as well as His Beatitude the Patriarch 
Maximos V. Hakim, Cardinal Umberto 
Medeiros, and Archbishop Joseph Tawil 
He enjoyed also the appreciation of the 
Vatican which, through Pope Paul VI, 
bestowed upon him its high recognition, 
“Pro Ecclesia Et Pontifice,"’ on Dec. 16, 
1975, 

George Sawaya also loved the Maronite 
Church whose late Patriarch, Cardinal 
Paul Meouchy, was his personal friend. He 
was filled with love for all of the different 
Christian rites and churches. Through the 
eyes of his Faith and the Faith of his 
Spiritual vision, he saw and loved God's 
One and Holy Church beyond and above all 
its divisions, 

The best part of George's love, support, 
appreciation and dedication went to the 
Basilian Salvatorian Order. Out of his ad- 
miration, he used to call the Salvatorians, 
“the Melkite Jesuits,"’ and their Mother- 
House, “the Vatican of the Melkite 
Church.” He did all he could to help and 
support morally and financially St. Basil's 
Seminary of the Salvatorian Fathers in 
Methuen, Our Lady of the Annunciation 
Seminary at their Mother-House in 
Lebanon, and their Providence Home in 
Lebanon also, He, himself, wanted to join 
the Basilian Salvatorian Order, but the 
then Canon Law and the Salvatorian Con- 
stitution did not help his dream come true 
since he was the only son of his parents. In- 
stead, he lived up to his conviction and 
spent all his life as a lay Salvatorian, 

George Sawaya lived as a good citizen 
and as a faithful Christen. He deserves to 
hear the voice of the Lord calling him: 
“Well done, good and faithful ser- 
vant!...Come on in and share my hap-

Deli fights salami rule

NEWTON — The 4,000-year-old art of making 
salami has ground to a halt in the Garden Ci- 
ty. 

For several days now, Health Department 
officials have been telling grocers and deli 
owners they can not let their salamis hang out 
to dry anymore, in the manner in which the 
crusty comestibles have been treated since 
the days of ancient Babylonia. 

“That's a ‘no-no,’ was Health Commis- 
sioner Bernice Joyal’s verdict of hanging 
salamis out to dry in the open air. She pointed 
out that the processed meats bear a message 
that they must be kept refrigerated. The state 
sanitary code requires that the message be 
heeded, she said. 

“In some instances, a company could make 
a salami with enough preservatives in it that 
it could be hung out,’ Joyal said, but she add- 
ed that only one chain of stores h 
federal approval for keeping 
unrefrigerated. 

Asked if salamis have not been hanging 
around the city for years, Joyal responded, 
“Tf they have, I don’t know about it.” 

Ira Seskin, owner of the Langley Food Shop 
in Newton Centre, says he finds it hard to 

















believe there is a law against hanging a 
salami. ‘‘Here at the Langley, they’ve been 
hanging salami’s for more than 30 years,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Every self-respecting deli in the coun- 
try has salami’s hanging in it.”” 

Standing next to the empty hooks that used 
to display the hard salamis in his shop, Seskin 
stressed that the whole process of making a 
salami is aimed at preserving the meat. He 
said that centuries-old tradition of hanging 
the cured, smoked meat out to dry is an essen- 
tial part of that process. 

“It’s cooked and smoked, and it has enough 
salts in it” to retard any spoilage, according 
to Seskin. 

Indeed, nominal research into the history of 
salami-making reveals that the name 
“salami’’ is derived from the Latin word for 
preserving food by treating it with a salty 
brine solution. Dry salami originated in hotter 
climates, where other methods of preserving 
meats proved unsuccessful. 


The ancient Greeks and Romans revelled in 
their salamis. Plotinus, the Roman 
philospher, has written detailed accounts of 
the delights of salami, without one mention of 
the refrigeration which is now so important to 
health officials.

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School committee to 
lay off eight teachers

NEWTON The School Committee voted 
Monday night to dismiss seven guidance 


counselors and a math teacher, and to hold in 
abeyance the proposed dismissal of another 
teacher, pending the outcome of a hearing 
scheduled for Aug. 29 

School committee attorney Richard Murphy 
informed the board that teacher Sylvia Blair had 
requested a hearing before the committee to con- 
test the proposed dismissal. Murphy said Blair is 
claiming that the layoffs were not made 
necessary by budgetary constraints and declin- 
ing enrollments 





Citing ‘‘the need for efficiency and economy,” 
in addition to declining enrollment and financial 
constraints caused by Proposition 2%, the com- 
mittee voted to place guidance counselors 
Rosemary Colson, Sharon Milinsky, Barbara 
Walsh, and William Yunker on two-year involun- 
tary leaves of absence without compensation, 
culminating in their dismissal in 1985 

For the same reasons, the committee voted to 
dismiss math teacher Richard Burke and 
guidance counselors Sandra Alexander, Richard 
Ramsay, and Linda Wolf. Burke will continue to 
teach through January of 1984 

‘We regret the necessity of these actions,’ 









said School Committee Chairman Nancy Mann.’ 
It is more painful for people being RIFfed 
(Reduction in Force) than for the School Com- 
inittee, but it is painful for the School Committee 
as well." 

In other business, the committee voted 
unanimously to accept School Superintendent 
John Strand’s recommendations for two newly: 
created administrative positions. Betty Quinn 
was appointed Director of Secondary Educa- 
tion/Special Assistant to the Superintendent. Dr 
Melvin Hines was appointed Director of Elemen: 
tary Education 

A third position, Assistant to the 
Superintendent for Curriculum and Instruction, 
remains open.

Let’s do something 


Proponents of the Newton Free Library 
will have their day in court tonight at 7:45 
p.m. in City Hall. The issue is vital to the 
small, but increasingly vociferous group of 
backers of the library system: what to do 
with the main branch at Newton Corner. 
The building is 108 years old, is vastly 
overcrowded and, in short, is a disgrace to 
every Newton resident. 


After 40 years of agitating for a new cen- 
tral library, defenders of the Newton Free 
Library want something done now. The 
new activist tactics of the Library 
Trustees, including raising questions 
about the safety of the Newton Corner 
facility, illustrate the seriousnous of the 
group. 


Tonight they will start a campaign to 
convince two-thirds of the board of 
aldermen to approve putting a ballot ques- 
tion before the voters in November. The 
proposed ballot will ask Newton residents 
to pay $10 million for a new central library 
at the corner of Homer and Walnut Streets 
by exempting the construction costs from 
the city’s Proposition 24 tax cap. 


There is the rub. Although every respon- 
sible member of the community feels the 
central library is a shambles, they do not 
believe Newton residents will vote to ex- 
empt the library from the tax cap in the 
face of so many other fiscal problems. 
Former Alderman Mark White’s column 
on this page best represents the conven- 
tional informed point of view: that this is 
not the time to push for a new library. 


Unfortunately there is no perfect time to 
hatch a new central library. Looking into 
the future, it is difficult to imagine a time 
in the next 10 to 15 years when Newton 
could better ‘afford’? a new central 
library. If the aldermen and the mayor 
wait many more years they may have 
serious structural, or safety problems to 
contend with. These additional problems 
could reduce the possibilities for solving 
the problem. 


It is not as if the city is without direction. 
Three years ago the aldermen accepted 
the King Report that recommended all but 
four of the 12 branches be closed in favor of 
a new building. Since then the Proposition 
2% tax cap has changed the face of 
municipal government by reducing the op- 
tions of its governing boards. With less 
money to work with there are less options. 
But Proposition 2'2 has not taken away the 
responsibility to govern and to solve press- 
ing municipal problems. If the mayor and 
the board of aldermen are unhappy with 
library ballot question, then let them sit 
down with library proponents and work out 
a solution. Some tough decisions will have 
to be made, especially regarding the of 
network of branch facilities. There is a 
tendency to see the bond issue as the ill- 
advised work of the trustees. But that 
would be a mistake. It is the work of a 
group of committed residents who have 
grown desparate over the deterioration of 
its library system. Newton residents 
deserve some answers on the library issue, 
not benign neglect.

Looking ahead to 
the school budget 


Next year’s Shouting about the Newton 
School Budget could involve even more decibels 
than this year’s commotion, 

So maybe we should already start thinking 
about some acceptable principles and other 
guidelines which might help diminish the 
trauma. We should also not allow ourselves to 
forget to recognize all costs direct, indirect, 
and related — as well as the highly touted direct 
and indirect benefits hoped for. 

The Newton Taxpayers’ Association continues 
to advocate maintaining and improving quality 
and variety within reason — in education for 
all who want it and can beneficially assimilate it 
We also want efficiency. 

To start some foundations for considering the 
next School Budget, the following are cited 

1, We are all indirect beneficiaries whereas on- 
ly about one-third of Newton's families are both 
direct and indirect beneficiaries. Newton's in- 
direct beneficiaries — families without children 
in school, businesses, etc. — are entitled to con- 
siderate moderation in the demands of 
beneficiaries who are both direct and indirect 
For business real estate, a beneficiary group 
that must always be soley indirect, the situation 
is further exaggerated because their school tax 
is 150 percent of the average. 

2. The Newton City administration's recom- 
mended dollar limit for the Fiseal Year 1984 
Schoo] Budget was $39,467,722. But that figure 
represents only the so-called direct costs. In- 


direct costs in the form of school related services 
provided by the City add more than another 
$4,000,000 to the total real cost of local public 
education. Moreover, if we considered, for 
equivalent expense, the insured value of school 
buildings and contents as an investment, we 
would get a theoritical additonal education cost 
just for the interest on that investment of up to 
more than $13,000,000. Under those cir- 
cumstances, an accounting figure of over $5,400 
per student would be arrived at instead of the 
$4,181 estimated total cost per student or the 
$3,791 estimated direct cost per student. If we 
also include the cost of depreciation, an amount 
of up to $5 or $6,000,000 for buildings and over 
$2,000,000 for contents would have to be added. 
The total of $7 to $8,000,000 of added cost due to 
depreciation would mean at least another $700 
per student. By those considerations we arrive at 
an accounted total school cost of almost 
$64,000,000 or of over $6,100 per student. A while 
back there was some excitement when the tax 
rate per thousand dollars of real estate assessed 
value was accidentally switched with the 
somewhat larger rate for all other City opera- 
tions. It was feared that the public would object 
if it thought that school costs were higher than 
the proposed budget. It appears that the forego- 
ing truer accounting would be more agonizing 
than the inadvertency. 

3. Assumptions should be checked periodically 
and revised if desirable. One of these assump- 
tions involves class sizes and prescribed pupil- 
teacher ratios. Current statistics and past 
studies indicate that a somewhat higher class 
size is not necessarily a detriment to education 
or other considerations as long as the average 
and some extremes remain within certain ample 
limits. Priorities should be reordered with the 
necessary ones for covering traditional basics 
and minimal traditional enrichment retained 
and others either omitted or subject to voluntary 
contributions or user fees. 

In any event, there should be a ceiling — not to 
be breached except by vital necessity and last 
resort. There should be a conscientious effort to 
save the taxpayer’s money without penalty on 
qualitative and quantitative adequacy of educa- 
tion. 

It will also help to insist on receiving full value 
for any a ts sold and on using the proceeds on- 
ly for reduction of related indebtedness or ade- 
quately approved new education related capital 
investment. That principle should also be 
adhered to in other city matters so tha such 
funds are not disipated for other types of expen- 
ditures.

Why not finish 
the asbestos task? 


The recent revelations about the asbestos 
situation on the fourth floor of Newton North 
High School are dismaying. Just when many of 
us in Newton have been congratulating ourselves 
for already having dealt with a problem that 
other schools and school systems are only now 
discovering, it turns out that conditions at 
Newton North High School are still dangerous, or 
potentially so. 

There is certainly no excuse for not finishing 
the job as soon as it can be done. Why do we 
always have to wait for more proof of dangerous 
levels of asbestos fibers in the air samples? If it 
is not in the air now, it will be soon. The asbestos 
is known to exist, and vandalism and/or roof, or 
electrical work are acknowledged constants. It's 
like not installing a stop light at a dangerous in- 
tersection until a required number of 
pedestrians have been killed there 

The Newton School Committe should be com- 
mended for taking the new developments 
seriously and for pushing for a prompt follow-up 
There should be no delay in taking the required 
action. The problem at Newton North has been 
with us for years; there are many of us 
(teachers, students, parents) who have been 


fighting for a solution to it for years; the feelings 
of frustration and anger that now arise are enor- 
mous. If the asbestos can be removed safely 
from three floors, it can be removed from the 
fourth also. Why go only halfway (or, more cor- 
rectly, three-quarters?) The money will be 
found; Mayor Mann may be counted on. Human 
beings’ lives are at risk. And, or course, if there 
is an asbestos problem at Newton South High 
School, as has also been reported, it, too, must be 
taken care of immediately.

A poor crawling 
space for children 


Thank you for the coverage of the problems 
with Newton’s Main Library and the recent 
space devoted to the meeting of the Friends of 
the Newton Free Library on June 21. 


Your reporter was intrigued by one slide in the 
report and unfortunately misunderstood what | 
was trying to explain. By showing a floor with 
flaking paint and asbestos lagged pipes I was 
trying to show that this was not a good place for 
small children to crawl around. There is lead 
paint in this building but it would have to be 
tested in an area by area basis. There is no 
reason to believe that there is any problem from 
ambient or flaking asbestos. For fear of future 
misunderstanding, this slide and the point it 
makes are going to be jettisoned. 


The major points of this report are that the 
Newton Main Library at 414 Centre St.: 


1, Is about one-half the size needed to serve the 
adult population of Newton or to house the 190,000 
volumes in the central collection; 


2. Is leaking badly despite expensive ($52,000 
in 1982) efforts to waterproof it; 

3. Shows signs of structural problems which 
need to be thoroughly evaluated; 

4, Has inadequate fire exits; 

5. Has an antiquated wiring system, which, 
when combined with leaks, presents risks of both 
shock and fire. 

The purpose of this report is the make people 
aware of the urgent need for a new main library.

Seskin pointed to the tradition of 
dry salami’s being unrefrigerated 
without any problems. He said that, 
for many years, families sent dry 
salamis through the mail to 
soldiers overseas. 


His next-door neighbor in Newton 
Centre, Daniel Blacker of Blacker 
Brothers Food Store, added that 
Danish salamis, which he sells in 
his store, are shipped to him from 
Denmark unrefrigerated. 


Blacker said there was ‘“‘no way” 
to create the perfect salami without 
letting it hang out for several mon- 
ths. ‘They get better with time,”’ he 








insisted. 

+ Alderman Joseph DePasquale, 
who has moved a lot of salami 
through his family’s grocery on 
Adams Street, in Nonantum, said, 
“When you leave salami out, it ages 
and gets better." He said his own 
grandfather has been making 
salamis, for his own consumption, 
since the 1930's. 


DePasquale added, ‘‘Absolutely, 
salamis have been hanging for 
years and years.”’ He said people in 
his neighborhood have been mak- 
ing salami and aging it in a cool 
place ‘since year one."” 

According to DePasquale, mold 
might form on the outside of a 
salami, but it will not affect the 


quality of its contents. 

Seskin said that, while 99.9- 
percent of the laws governing food 
establishments are “necessary,” 
there ll ‘enough bureaucratic 
hogwash to shut down every 
restaurant in the city.”” He added 
that “the sheer bulk’ of the laws 
makes this so. 

“We have a good relationship 
with the Health Department, so 
we're complying with the law, but 
we are also going to investigate it,”’ 
Seskin said.

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Caldicott changes the focus 
of her anti-nuclear activism

NEWTON Anti-nuclear crusader Dr. Helen 
Caldicott is shifting strategies for her continuing at- 
tack on the nuclear arms race. The Australian-born 
pediatrician, who has resigned her position as presi- 
dent of Physicians for Social Responsibility, will ac- 
tively involve herself in the 1984 Presidential cam- 
paign and is working on a book entitled ‘‘Missile En- 
vy.” 

“That summarizes it all in a neat phrase,” says 
Caldicott. The pro-nuclear freeze organization which 
she headed for five years ‘needed another leader....1 
stepped down so I could be more politically active,’ 
she said, adding that she will still be associated with 
the organization as President Emeritus, 

Starting this fall, Caldicott plans to ‘spend a year 
and a half on the road,” to rally support for Presiden- 
tial candidates who support a nuclear freeze. She says 
she won't endorse any one candidate. 

“All candidates are answerable to the nuclear 
weapons issue. It’s sacred, like Social Security. They 
all have to endorse the nuclear freeze,’ she insists. 

Caldicott says she will also ‘teach people to use 
their democracy. It’s not a democracy, when 79 per- 
cent (of all Americans) want a freeze and the govern- 
ment won’t give it to them.” 

The Reagan administration “lives in fantasyland. 
They believe you can fight a nuclear war and win, 
because the Pentagon has a five-year plan for 
America to fight and win a nuclear war in six mon- 
ths,”’ she says, in tones of disbelief. 





“The whole world is wired like a time bomb,” with 
underground communications systems and sub 
marines, says Caldicott, and American foreign policy 
bears much of the responsibility for international ten: 
sions and instability. 

She is especially critical of actions taken to 
the world safe for democracy,” 

“Democracy is good for Americans, but hardly for 
the rest of the world,’’ she explains. ‘Nicaragua had a 
wonderful revolution going on to get rid of (Anastasio) 
Somoza," and American involvement in Nicaragua, 
she says, ‘‘is obscene. It makes my blood boil.”’ 

Arms negotiations with the Soviet Union will be 
fruitless, Caldicott sa “unless America can accept 
its dark side. It's imperative to understand that 

Caldicott’s book will take the form of a patient 
diagnosis. ‘This planet is terminally ill,"’ she says, 
and the prognosis is not good. Caldicott recites a litany 
of statistics that seem to portend imminent nuclear 
disaster: between three and five thousand government 
workers involved in the handling of nuclear materials 
are discharged annually because they are mentally 
unstable, alcoholic, or taking illicit drugs; computers 
are ‘unreliable and antiquated,” and are constantly 
breaking down; a recent computer foul-up brought the 
world to within seven minutes of a nuclear war 

In fact, the movie ‘‘War Games," in which a young 
boy brings the world to the brink of nuclear war by tap: 
ping into an intergovernmental code while he’s play- 
ing a video game, is not too far removed from reality, 
according to Caldicott. 

“It's a realistic scenario in that the computers keep 
fouling up,"’ she saj

Cousens fund mortgages available

Residents may inquire about 
mortgage applications in the 


Cousens office in City Hall, but 
qualifications, guidelines or 
definite procedures have not been 
established by the fund's trustees, 
says Shick, chairman of an alder- 
manic subcomittee on Municiple 
Trust Funds. 


Requirements of the Cousens’ 
trust, state the loans must be made 
on first mortgages, be for no more 
than 75 percent of assessed value 
and cost 75 percent of the current 
interest rate, according to the 
terms of the trust established by his 
will. 


This means to buy a house assess- 
ed at $80,000 a buyer would have to 
put down $20,000 and pay 9 percent 
in interest charges, if the current 







interest rate were 12 percent. 

Committee members fear the $1 
million trust fund will be exhausted 
quickly because of the high cost of 
homes in Newton. 

Shick discovered that one mor- 
tgage has been granted by the 
trustees, but they failed to seek ap- 
proval from both the Alderman and 
the mayor, which is required by a 
city ordinance governing the fund. 

The low-interest mortgage 
granted for $40,000 to a person 
presumably meeting the re- 
quirements of the Horace Cousens 
Industrial Fund, was granted in 
April at 9 percent, ording to 
Assistant City Solicitor Ouida 
Young. 

There is some confusion regar- 
ding specific eligibility re- 
quirements for the low-interest 
loans among the trustees and the 
administrator of the fund, ac- 
cording to committee members. 








“The Board of Aldermen should 
have approved it (the $40,000 mor- 
tgage),’’ said Young. 

A city ordinance governing the 
fund states both the mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen must approve 
any loans, but the trustees unwit- 
tingly failed to comply with the law 





and issued the money to the in- 
dividual without approval, ac- 
cording to Young. 

“The Board of Aldermen will 


have to ratify it in order to protect a 
potentially illegal situation,” said 
Young. 

Committee members, at the re- 
quest of the trustees, suggested ad- 
ditional guidelines for granting the 
low-interest mortgages. They are 
as follows: First-time homebuyer, 
special circumstances of the in- 
dividual (possibly some form of 
hardship) and low to moderate in- 
come.

Wildlife, in the form of insects, 
also made a contribution. “This 
is the path of the bug,” she says, 
tracing a curving ridge of paint 
in a work entitled ‘Cedar Key,” 
which hangs on the living room 
wall. ‘I came out the next morn- 
ing (after finishing the pain- 
ting), and it was dead right on 
the painting. I practically cried 
when I saw that bug.’ 














The artist and free enterprise | 


Kohlberg’s ‘Siesta Key" was 
unveiled Tuesday night at an 
elegant party at the Museum. 
Over four hundred guests nibbl- 
ed smoked sturgeon and raw 
oysters as Jan Fontein, director 
of the Museum, praised the new 
acquisition program as " a 
creative solution to the perennial 
problem” of young artists who 
seek recognition. 

R. John Griefen, principal of 
Hines Industrial’s Boston office, 
said the program, which was 
conceived by himself and Ken- 
worth Moffett, ‘‘will allow the 
Museum to acquire a collection 
of very exciting art at no cost or 
risk.,.it’s an imaginative ap- 
proach to corporate giving, an 
opportunity to encourage new 
and young artists.”’ 

Kenworth Moffett had high 
praise for both the painting and 
the artist. ‘‘I hope (the painting) 
will grace the interior with life, 
vitality, spontaneity....these are 
the things I look for in a work. I 
always liked Bety’s vitality, op- 
timism, and spirit, but I didn’t 
like her pictures.”” 

Despite their graceful com- 
position and harmonious colors, 
Kohlberg’s paintings have been 
involved in some controversy. A 
recent show of ‘Abstract Artists 
of New England” at the Dan- 
forth Museum in Framingham 
was harshly panned by several

art critics. Moffett was the 
show’s curator. A critical review 
in the Boston Globe was ac- 
companied by a picture of a 
Kohlberg painting, but the artist 
wasn’t mentioned in the text. 

Kohlberg dismisses the 
criticism as a “personal vendet- 
ta against Ken Moffett. Ken ha 
integrity; he’s not trendy. He 
classical, twentieth century 
curator who won’t com- 
promise.”” 

She terms her own style 
“process painting,” which in- 
volves four steps. The first is 
“taking stock of previous pain- 
tings, living with them, getting 
to know them as friends,” she 
said. Next is a “gathering up of

internal energies.’’ Then the col- 
ors are mixed, a step which 
Kohlberg describes as “‘very ex- 
citing and intense - it could take 
a whole day.”’ After the canvas 
is cut and primed with a ground 
color, Kohlberg pours bucket of 
paint on the canv and 
manipulates the canvas ‘‘for 
blends and solids and directional 
movement.” 

The most crucial skill, she 
says, is “knowing when to stop,”” 

Kohlberg has taught at 
Massachussetts College of Art, 
and is presently a “special stu- 
dent” at Tufts University, work- 
ing toward a Masters Degree or 
a Ph. D. - she’s not sure-which -

Watertown police will begin set- 
ting up roadblocks tonight rather 
than concentrate on the holiday 
weekend when many motorists will 
be out of town, said Police Capt.

The: incr ed surveillance 
was made possible by a recent 
$8,000 state grant to Watertown and 
will continue until Labor Day, he 
said.

ear, said Barbara Kopan 
spokesperson for the state Depart- 
ment of Public Safety.

State police will man checkpoints 
at tollbooths to approach motorists 
and inspect the contents of the car 
while passing out literature ex- 
plaining the changes tightening the 
state drunk driving law, according 
to Kopans. 

At roadblock locations, at least 
four police cruisers will be involved 
and notice of the roadblock will be 
posted down the road, said Kopans. 
She expected a trooper would be 
stationed at the sign to watch for il- 
legal U-turns and other evasive ac- 
tions by motorists. 

“We're not looking to catch a lot 
of people,”’ the state spokesperson 
said. The action was intended 
largely as a deterrent during the 
holidays, she said. 











Smoke fills building, 
residents evacuated 





NEWTON — Residents of Im- 
perial Towers, 200 Boylston St., 
may have had some anxious 
moments last Tuesday morning 
when smoke spread through the top 
five floors of their building. 

Firefighters sped to the scene 
and helped evacuate the 10-story 
building. There were no injuries, 
according to a fire official. 





Firefighters found that the smoke 
was coming from the incinerator in 
the basement, according to a fire 
official. 

The doors of the incinerator were 
not closed properly, allowing the 
smoke to rise through the building 
and accumulate on the top floors 
about 9:40 a.m. 





Firefighters from Engines 
Ladder 1, 3 and the auxiliary 
lighting plant were at the scene for 
about 1% hours venting the smoke. 
The lighting plant carries a power- 
ful exhaust fan for clearing smoke. 

In other fire news, firefighters 
went to the city yard on Crafts 
Street to extinguish a window fire 
in one of the buildings. The fire 
caused minor damage, according 
to a fire official who was unaware 
of how the fire started. 

Firefighters also went to ex- 
tinguish brush fires at 131 Warwick 
Rd. about 2 p.m. and at Dudley 
Road about 2:25 p.m. 

And at 5:20 p.m., firefighters 
went to Maple and Central Streets 
to extinguish a car fire.

Admitting there are a few minor 
code violations, Fire Chief Edward 
Reilly said, the building’s condition 
is not a hazard. Building Commis- 
sioner James Cameron also said 
the structure poses no public 
danger. 

“Fach day this condition exists 
(of unprotected stairways) you are 
not only operating in violation of 
minimum safety standards, but you 
are gambling with lives and safety 
of those who use this antiquated 
structure,’ states local architect 
and engineer Nast in a letter to 
Mayor Theodore Mann. 

A slide presentation by Mary 
Adelstein compiled for the Friends 
of the Library to aid in their cam- 
paign, shows the building does have 
two exits, but the stairways are 
open and could become chimneys 
during a fire, she said. Adelstein 
believes the city is planning to 
enclose one of stairways. 

The state building code states fire 
exit stairways must be be enclosed 
to allow safe passage, according to 
Nast 

The two exits that serve the 190 
foot long building’s five levels are 
located in the wood frame addition 
of the building, are 40 feet apart 
and on the same side, says Adels- 
tein,

Adelstein said the building's front 
door can be ruled out as a suitable 
fire exit because it has a turnstyle 
in the way. 

Old metal fire safety doors in the 
rear area of the building shut when 
tripped by intense heat and effec- 
tively trap any individuals in the 
section, said Adelstein. 

Plexiglass windows, installed to 
save energy, make it very hard for 
someone seeking fresh air during a 
fire to break them open, said Adels- 
tein. 

Loose electric outlets, numerous 
substandard extension cords hung 
around the building and extension 
cords plugged into outlets in wet 
walls, were noted in Adelstein’s 
talk to the group. 

Leaks from the ceiling, even 
though the city spent $50,000 to 
repair the roof this year still per- 
sist, said Adelstein. 

Adelstein enlisted architects, fire 
safety experts and engineers in the 
brief study of the building. 

In addition, Adelstein says she 
had a positive test result from the 
state (lead paint) lab from flaking 
lead paint she found in the rear sec- 
tion of the building near the stacks. 

“It's not necessarily a hazard for 
adults, but it could present pro- 
blems for children,” said Adelstein. 

Lead paint can be poisonous if in- 
gested in sufficient quantity, ac- 
cording to published reports.

hospital volunteerism

It's hard to get Anne Jacobson to talk about 

herself. She is more likely to talk about how 
pecial she thinks other people are. But that says 
something about her, too. 

Anne Jacobson is a person who reaches out. At 
age 68, the Newton resident's days are filled with 
work and volunteer activities. She is constantly 
trying to fit in one more thing on an already busy 
calendar 

She looks a decade younger than she is, Mrs. 
Jacobson says she exercises daily and constantly 
vatches what she eats. ‘I'm a health food nut,” 

he admits. 

Not that it has been easy. Her first husband 
died at the age of 51 of multiple sclerosis, which 








he suffered from for 11 years. Several years 
after his death, she joined a widow and 
widowers’ support group and met her second 





husband. They were married nine years when he 
died of bladder cancer 

But her acquaintance with hospitals and the 
idicapped has made her the perfect person for 
the work she has volunteered to do.

Recently she was honored for five years of 
work as a patient representative. ‘‘I was very 
surprised,”’ she said. ‘I hadn’t realized I had

Another program she is involved in, which she 
found out through the Retired Seniors Volunteer 
Program (RSVP), is the Understanding Han- 
dicaps program for fourth graders in Newton 
public schools. 

The program uses senior citizens to help ac 
quaint fourth graders with the problems and 
needs of the handicapped. 

“My husband was in a wheelchair, and I know 
what it’s like for people to be in one,” she said. 
She is adept at manuevering a wheelchair, a skill 
she passes on to students at Angier School. 

Her latest project is helping to get together an 
oral history program of West Newton and 
Newtonville through the Jackson Homestead. 
The history will chronicle the civic and com- 
munity affairs and how they affected the 
residents of the two Newton villages since the 
1930s 





Mrs. Jacobson is not used to being idle. “TI 
worked all my life,” she proudly. She was a 
bookkeeper, but stoppc n her son was born.

She retired again from her full-time job as a 
r eper in 1977.

The new city policy begins today, said 
Alderman Joseph DePasquale chair- 
man of the aldermanic Public Safety 
and Transportation Committee. 


Local tow companies have wanted 
legislative action to remedy their dilem- 
ma of having to store cars that people 
refuse to claim, because the auto’s 
value is not worth the cost of the tow 
company’s storage fees and the city’s 
parking fines. 





Monday’s Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee meeting 
gave the tow companies the relief they 
wanted.

more parking tickets, but the service 
companies have encountered people 
who refuse to claim their cars. 





Storage fees at $10 a day quickly add 
up and often overtake the vehicle's 
value, say tow company officials. 

Assistant City Solicitor Michael 
Baseman told the committee that the 
state statute is all Newton needs to sell 
abandoned property. The statute per- 
tains to any kind of abandoned property, 
Baseman added. 

To sell a car is a complicated legal 
procedure and takes nearly a month to 
complete, said Baseman. The added 
time means more storage fees. 

State statute requires that first, the 
auto’s value be estimated, then a 
registered letter is sent to the owner giv-

the city’s intent to sell the vehicle is 
published for three weeks in a 
newspaper and finally it is sold at a auc- 
tion, according to Baseman. 

Baseman estimates by the time all the 
above steps have been taken the com- 
bined storage fees and fines will have 
accumulated to about $400. 

Tow companies have first claim to 
any money collected from the sale and 
the remainder ends up in city coffers, 
according to Baseman. 

If the vehicle's value is appraised at 
less than the accumulated fees and fines 
it can be scrapped by Director of Public 
Works John Sulik and the two com- 
panies cannot collect their charges from. 
the ci according to Baseman. In a 
court case against the City of Boston, a 
private tow company lost when it tried 
to collect the fees for storing worthless 
autos, he added.

One way to detect 
chinch bu in your 
lawn is to examine the 
grass by spreading it to 
look at the soil surface 
for these insects. 
Another way of detec- 
tion is to remove both 
ends of a tin can, insert 
it into the ground at the 
edge of the brown 
grass areas, leaving 
four to five inches 
above ground, fill the 
can with water, and 
within ten minutes, if 
chinch bugs are pre- 
sent, they will float to 
the water surface. 








For control of chinch 
bugs, insecticides such 
as carbaryl or diazinon 
should be applied in 
early to mid June and 
once again two to three 
weeks later. In some 
cases, a later summer 
application (early 
August) may be 
necessary. If possible, 
the lawn should be 
watered before 
treating, and if 
granular material is 
used, water thoroughly 
after treatment
